The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  proceeded  to  choose  a 
Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary.  The  Rev.  P.  Van  Pelt,  and 
Geo.  M.  Wharton,  a Lay  Deputy  from  St.  James’  Church, 
Phila.,  were  respectively  nominated  for  the  office  of  Secretary. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howe  were  appointed 
Tellers,  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  Clergy,  and  Drs.  Darlington 
and  West,  Tellers,  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  Lay  Representa-  • 
tions.  The  Tellers  reported,  that  the  whole  number  of  votes 
cast,  was,  of  the  Clergy,  58,  and  of  the  Lay  Representations,  51, 
and' of  these,  that  G.  M.  Wharton  had  received  38  clerical  votes, 
and  37  Lay  votes  respectively,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Pelt,  20  cle- 
rical votes  and  14  Lay  votes.  Mr.  Wharton  was  thereupon  de- 
clared to  be  duly  elected  Secretary. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  elect  an  Assistant  Secre- 
tary ; and  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Odenheimer  was  nominated  for 
that  office.  There  being  no  other  nomination,  the  balloting  was, 
according  to  rule,  dispensed  with;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Oden-

helmer  was  duly  elected,  viva  voce,  to  the  office  of  Assistant 
Secretary. 

It  was  then  Resolved,  that  the  House  shall  hold  two  sessions 
every  day,,  viz;  from  9 o’clock  A.  M.  to  2 o’clock  P.  M.,  and 
from  5 o’clock  P.  M.  to  7 o’clock  P.  M.,  provided  that  it  shall 
not  meet  on  Wednesday  morning'  until  10  o’clock. 

It  was  also  Resolved,  that  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  and  not  entitled  to  seats 
in  this  Convention  ; and  Clergymen  not  belonging  to  this  Dio- 
cese ; and  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England  or  of  her  colo- 
nies ; and  Students  of  Divinity  of  the  Episcopal  Church  ; now 
in  this  city,  he  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  Rules  of  Order  from  the  Revised 
Regulations  as  follows : 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a form 
of  prayer,  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  When  the  president  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address 
the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without 
advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  presi- 
dent, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate, without  leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate, 
during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  house. 

7.  While  the  president  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the 
house,  or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  ques- 
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tion  is  put,  shall,  on  a division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  parti- 
cularly interested  in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless 
it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be 
determined  on  before  anything  new  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  for  adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  house  is  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  president  leave  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  a Committee  on  Elections  was 
appointed  by  the  chair,  viz:  Messrs.  Pettit,  S.  Wagner  and 
Rivinus. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  it  was  resolved  to  suspend 
the  first  section  of  the  first  of  the  Revised  Regulations,  in  order 
to  appoint  a Committee  on  Charters,  and  on  unfinished  business. 
The  Bishop  accordingly  appointed,  as  Committtee  on  Charters, 
Rev.  Mr.  Harris,  and  Messrs.  Hayes,  A.  Brown  and  Rosencrantz, 
and  as  a Committee  on  unfinished  business.  Rev.  Dr.  Morgan 
and  Rev.  Messrs.  Rogers  and  Cooley. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morton,  a Committee  was  also 
appointed  to  receive  and  report  upon  the  claims  of  Clergymen 
to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Rev.  Dr.  Morton,  and  Rev.  Messrs. 
Howe  and  Flint  were  appointed  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Riley  moved  that  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Convention  to  report  upon  certain  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution,  be  directed  to  print  their  Report  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention,  but  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ducachet  moved,  as  a 13th  Rule  of  Order, 
“ that  no  one  of  the  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  be  suspended  un- 
less by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  house.”  This  motion  pre- 
vailed, and  the  rule  was  adopted.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Bull  moved 
to  reconsider  the  proposition,  but  the  Convention  refused  to  re- 
consider, and  thereupon  adjourned  until  10  o’clock  on  Wednes- 
day morning,  to  attend  Divine  Service.

The  Convention  met,  and  attended  divine  service.  Morning 
prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Flint,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Natt,  who  read  the  lessons.  The  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Yarnall.  The  Bishop  having  appointed  this  morn- 
ing for  the  ordination  of  Messrs.  Parvin,  Miller,  and  Clotworthy 
to  the  order  of  the  Priesthood,  proceeded  with  the  ordination 
service.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Howe  presented  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Parvin 
and  Miller,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Flint  presented  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Clotworthy.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Flint,  Natt,  Yarnall  and  Howe 
united  with  the  Bishop  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  after  service.  The  roll 
was  then  called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday  P.  M.  read  and 
approved. 

The  following  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats,  and  not  present 
yesterday,  appeared  and  took  their  seats,  viz. : the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Beasley,  Breck,  Diehl,  Drake,  Durborow,  Hard,  Hilton,  Jones, 
Kirke,  Lane,  Long,  Mendenhall,  Mintzer,  Perkins,  Stewart, 
Upfold,  Weld  and  Wiltberger. 

And  the  following  Lay  Deputies,  viz. : Allen,  H.  W.  Brinton, 
Bancker,  Breck,  Charlton,  Goddard,  Harrison,  Hobart,  Jones, 
Johnson,  Jenks,  Mendenhall,  Parry,  Pancoast,  Rembaugh, 
Slemmer,  Swift,  Wills  and  John  Yocum,  not  present  yesterday, 
and  entitled  to  seats,  appeared,  having  presented  their  proper 
certificates,  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stem  and  Breck  as 
the  two  remaining  members  of  the  Committee  on  Charters,  acci- 
dentally omitted  to  be  appointed  yesterday. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morgan,  it  was  Resolved,  that  the 
thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Yarnall, 
for  his  interesting  and  appropriate  sermon  preached  this  morning. 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  presented  the  follow- 
ing Report ; 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  respectfully  report, 
that  they  find  on  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention  the  follow- 
ing subjects  of  this  class. 

1st,  pp.  54  and  55. — Preamble  and  resolutions  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Cooley,  in  relation  to  “ A Church  building 
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Society,”  which,  on  motion  of  the  same  Rev.  gentleman,  were 
laid  on  the  table. 

2d,  pp.  57 — 58. — The  Report  of  a Committee  appointed  at 
the  preceding  Convention,  to  inquire  into  “ the  propriety  of  re- 
questing the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese”  to  ordain  Deacons  under 
the  provisions  of  the  6th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  1844, 
wdth  a resolution  attached  recommending  the  same,  which,  on 
motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Suddards,  p.  70,  « was  postponed  until  the 
meeting  of  the  next  General  Convention.” 

3d,  p.  78. — The  Report  of  the  Committee — the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop,  Chairman — to  whom  were  referred  certain  proposed 
alterations  of  the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese ; 
“and  also  to  inquire  what  other  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
it  may  be  expedient  to  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  Con- 
vention.” 

And  further,  p.  80,  to  whom  was  submitted  the  resolution  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bourns,  to  inquire  whether  it  would  be  expedient 
so  to  alter  the  9th  Canon  of  the  Diocese,  as  to  elect  annually 
only  two  clerical  members  and  two  lay  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee.

The  Committee  on  Elections  reported  as  follows  : 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  testimonials  of  the 
lay  deputations,  respectfully  report. 

That  they  have  examined  the  testimonials  referred  to  them, 
and,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned,  find  them  to  be 
in  due  form,  and  properly  authenticated. 

The  Committee  observe,  that  the  certificate  signed  by  the 
Warden  of  St.  James’  Church,  Kingsessing,  does  not  state  that 
each  deputy  named  in  it  “ is  and  has  also  been  for  not  less  than 
six  months  before  the  time  of  his  election,  a worshipper  in  the 
church  or  parish  he  is  deputed  to  represent.” 

As  the  13th  Canon  requires  that  the  certificate  shall  contain 
such  a clause,  and  declares  that  “ no  other  certificate  or  evidence 
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of  the  appointment  of  any  Lay  Deputy  or  Deputies  to  the  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  allowed  or  received,  the  Com- 
mittee are  obliged  to  report  that  the  certificate  is  not  in  due  form. 

It  appears,  however,  that  on  the  16th  instant,  Aubrey  H. 
Smith,  Esq.,  one  of  the  deputies  named  in  the  paper,  certified 
at  the  foot  of  it  “that  each  of  the  above  named  deputies  have 
been  worshippers  in  the  said  St.  James’  Church  of  Kingsessing 
for  more  than  six  months  previous  to  the  date  of  the  certificate.” 

The  Committee  believe  that  it  is  not  competent  to  them  to  do 
more  on  this  point  than  report  this  fact  to  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  further  observe  that  the  certificate  for  Lay 
Deputies  from  Christ  Church,  Meadville,  does  not  contain  the 
required  clause  relating  to  not  less  than  six  months  worship  in 
the  church  or  parish;  and  also  that  it  is  signed  by  “ W.  W. 
Dick,  Secretary,  pro.  tern.,”  though  the  Canon  provides  that  the 
appointment  of  Lay  Deputies  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  a 
Warden  or  two  Vestrymen. 

The  Committee  are  compelled,  therefore,  to  report  that  this 
certificate  is  not  in  due  form,  and  is  not  properly  authenticated. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Carmichael,  Rector  of 
said  church,  has  added  to  the  original  paper  his  certificate, 
“ that  the  said  Deputies  are  now  and  have  been  for  not  less 
than  six  calendar  months  next  before  their  election,  worshippers 
in  the  said  Christ  Church,  Meadville. 

The  Committee  in  this,  as  in  the  former  instance,  are  of 
opinion  that  their  powers  are  exhausted  when  they  report  to  the 
Convention  the  evidence  furnished  on  this  point.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  consider 
and  report  upon  certain  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
made  Report,  through  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention, 
(see  Journal  p.  78,)  to  consider  and  report  on  proposed  alterations 
of  the  Constitution,  and  also  to  consider  and  report  on  a proposed 
alteration  of  the  9th  Canon  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  (see 
Journal  p.  80,)  beg  leave  to  report : — 
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That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  proposed  alteration 
of  the  9th  Canon  would  be  inexpedient. 

They  also  think  that  the  amendment  proposed  of  the  7th  article 
of  the  Constitution,  (see  Journal  p.  77,)  would  not  be  expedient. 

In  reference  to  the  proposition  for  amending  the  6th  article  of 
the  Constitution,  (see  Journal  p.  78,)  your  Committee  would 
respectfully  recommend  the  following  resolution,  viz.  : 

Resolved,  That  the  first  three  lines  of  the  second  paragraph  of 
the  6th  article  of  the  Constitution  be  stricken  out,  and,  in  place 
thereof,  there  be  inserted  as  follows  : — 

“ All  officers  and  committees  appointed  by  ballot  must,  in  order 
to  their  election,  receive  a majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes 
cast  at  such  election  by  each  order,  provided  that  there  shall  be 
no  election  unless  there  are  present  at  the  time  a majority  of  the 
clerical  members  and  a majority  of  the  lay  representations,  who 
shall  have  appeared  during  the  session  and  been  admitted  to  seats ; 
and  such  election,  excepting  that  of  the  secretary  and  assistant 
secretary  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  held  at  five  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session.” 

Your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  recommend  any 
further  alterations  of  the  Constitution. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  the  Report  was  made  the 
order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  at  11  o’clock,  A.M.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Bull,  from  the  minority  of  the  same  Committee,  upon  leave 
presented  a Report  as  follows : 

Proposed  instead  of  Article  Fourth  of  the  Constitution  of  this 

Diocese. 

Sec.  I.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and 
laymen.  The  Bishop  and  assistant  Bishop,  shall  have  a seat  and 
vote  in  Convention.  Every  clergyman  of  the  church,  of  whatever 
order,  if  he  has  been  actually  and  personally,  as  well  as  canonically 
resident  in  this  diocese,  for  the  space  of  calendar  months, 

next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  ; Deacons  ordained 
under  the  6th  Canon  of  44  of  General  Convention  excepted,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a seat  and  vote  in  this  Convention  : Provided  that 
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any  temporary  absence,  by  reason  of  sickness,  and  any  absence 
not  exceeding  two  calendar  months  in  one  year,  and  any  further 
absence,  with  the  written  permission  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
of  the  diocese,  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  computing  the  said 
residence. 

Sec.  II.  No  church  shall  be  admitted  a member  of  this  Con- 
vention, which  does  not  by  its  charter  or  articles  of  association 
expressly  recognize  and  accede  to  the  constitution  and  canons ; 
the  doctrine  of  the  church  as  set  forth  in  her  articles,  and  the  dis- 
cipline and  worship  of  the  church,  as  set  forth  in  the  Liturgy  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  ; and  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
this  diocese. 

Sec.  III.  Each  regularly  established  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  in  this  diocese,  now  a member,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be 
admitted  a member  of  the  Convention,  may  send  to  the  Conven- 
tion lay  deputy,  provided  that  no  person  shall  be  compe- 
tent to  serve  as  a deputy,  unless  he  has  been  a professing 
member  and  worshipper  in  the  church  he  represents  calendar 
months  next  before  his  election. 

LEVI  BULL. 

Upon  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bull’s  motion,  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee, as  well  as  the  Minority  Report,  were  ordered  to  be 
printed,  and  the  latter  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow, 
along  with  the  former. 

Mr.  James  S.  Smith  presented  the  following: 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee,  {page  28  of  the  edition  o/’1844.) 

Strike  out  the  first  section,  and  substitute  the  following  therefor. 

Section  First. — The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  five 
of  the  clergy  and  five  of  the  laity,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Convention,  by  ballot,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  members 
of  each  order.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  committee  after 
their  election  in  the  year  the  members  shall  be  divided 

by  lot  into  five  classes ; each  class  to  consist  of  one  clerical  and 
one  lay  member.  The  seats  of  the  members  of  the  first  class,  shall 
be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year, — of  the  second  class 
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at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year, — of  the  third  class  at  the 
expiration  of  the  third  year, — of  the  fourth  class  at  the  expiration 
of  the  fourth  year, — and  of  the  fifth  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
fifth  year ; so  that  after  the  year  one  fifth  of  the  said 

committee  may  be  chosen  every  year  by  the  Convention. 

Vacancies  occurring  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  the  said  com- 
mittee shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  remaining 
clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  committee  ; — the  person  elected 
by  them  to  continue  in  office  until  the  next  stated  Convention, 
and  until  another  is  chosen  by  the  Convention  for  the  unexpired 
time  of  the  member  whose  seat  had  been  filled  by  the  Standing 
Committee. 

And  on  his  motion  it  was  also  ordered  to  be  printed,  and 
made  the  order  for  the  same  time  with  the  Report  upon  the 
proposed  amendments  of  the  Constitution. 

Rev.  Dr.  Ducachet  moved  the  following  addition  to  the  end 
of  the  first  section  of  the  first  of  the  Revised  Regulations,  viz : 
“ and  except  the  appointment  of  a Committee  on  Charters,  and 
a committee  on  unfinished  business,”  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ducachet  further  moved  to  rescind  the  13th 
Rule  of  Order,  adopted  on  his  motion  yesterday,  and  to  substi- 
tute therefore  the  following. 

“ 13.  These  Revised  Regulations  and  Rules  of  Order  shall 
not,  at  any  time,  be  suspended,  unless  by  a vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present;  nor  shall  any  of  them  be  rescinded 
except  upon  one  day’s  notice  of  an  intention  to  move  for  their 
abolishment.”  Which  was  carried. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  proposed  the  following,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  III. ; Sec.  2",  of  Canon  V. ; the  last 
paragraph  of  1st  Sec.,  6th,  7th,  and  8th  Sections  of  Canon 
VI;  Canon  VII.  be  repealed,  as  already  found  in  substance 
in  the  general  Canons  of  the  Church. 

And,  on  his  motion,  it  was  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  made 
the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  at  11  o’clock,  A.  M. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Leaf  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  move 
tomorrow  to  rescind  the  8th  of  the  Revised  Regulations. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned,

their  seats,  viz:  Alrichs,  Bull,  C.  W.  Harrison,  B.  F.  Johnson, 
J.  Johnson,  Leonard,  Aubrey  H.  Smith,  Tucker,  W.  Welsh, 
and  Wingate. 

The  minutes  of  the  Morning  Session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  as  follows  : 

ADDRESS 

• 

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity, 

I desire  to  congratulate  you  that  we  are  permitted  to  assemble  once 
more  in  Annual  Convention,  and  under  circumstances  so  auspicious. 
During  the  last  year,  the  land  in  which  we  dwell  has  been  visited 
most  richly  with  the  favours  of  a bountiful  and  protecting  Providence. 
While  famine  and  pestilence  have  been  scourging  some  parts  of  the 
world,  and  while  in  others  the  very  foundations  of  civil  society  have 
been  convulsed,  our  country  has  been  exempted  from  these  sore 
trials ; and  we  may  well  bless  God  that  privileges  towards  which  mul- 
titudes in  other  lands  are  struggling — perhaps  in  some  instances  with 
rash  and  suicidal  haste, — were  long  since  made  ours,  through  the 
smiles  of  Heaven  on  the  wisdom  and  virtue  of  our  fathers. 

Never  can  we  be  too  thankful  that  we  are  able  to  offer  a share  in 
such  a heritage  as  we  possess,  to  the  toiling  and  suffering  poor  of  dis- 
tant nations  ; and  fervently  should  our  prayers  ascend,  that  we  may 
not  be  found  unworthy  at  such  an  eventful  crisis  in  the  world’s  his- 
tory, of  the  signal  blessings  we  enjoy  ; that  we  may  be  enabled  to 
set  before  the  nations  a bright  example  of  justice,  moderation,  and 
piety ; and  that  the  mighty  revolutions  now  abroad  on  the  earth,  may  not, 
in  their  progress,  be  stained  by  blood  and  violence,  nor  in  their  issue,  be 
other  than  friendly  to  the  interests  of  Christianity,  and  to  the  greatest 
happiness  of  the  greatest  number  of  mankind. 

As  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  this  Diocese,  we  have 
deep  reason  to  be  grateful  for  most  of  the  events  of  the  past  year.  But 
one  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  has  been,  during  that  period,  taken 
from  us  by  death  : and  he  (the  Rev.  T.  C.  Breintnall,)  was  not  at 
the  time  of  his  decease  a resident  of  this  State,  nor  had  he  been  for 
any  long  period  a laborer  within  its  bounds.  As  a native,  however. 
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of  this  city,  and  a missionary  for  a short  time  in  the  interior  of  the 
state,  he  was  generally  known  and  beloved  among  us ; and  his 
departure  in  the  meridian  of  his  days,  may  well  admonish  us  of  the 
extreme  uncertainty  of  life,  and  of  the  solemn  obligation  which  rests 
upon  us  of  being  ever  ready  to  answer  for  our  stewardship. 

And  the  same  Being  whose  kind  providence  has  thus  shielded  the 
lives  of  the  clergy,  has  not  withheld,  we  trust,  the  gracious  in- 
fluences of  His  Spirit  from  the  people  of  their  charge.  In  some  parts 
of  the  Diocese,  there  has  been  an  evident  increase  of  zeal  and  activity. 
A generous  interest  in  the  extension  of  the  Gospel,  has  led  to  the 
erection  of  several  new  churches,  with  special  reference  to  the  wants 
of  our  more  destitute  population  : and  funds  for  the  purpose  have  been 
supplied  with  a promptitude  and  liberality  worthy  of  all  praise.  A cor- 
responding spirit  has  been  manifested  in  providing  the  stated  adminis- 
tration of  the  means  of  grace  within  these  parishes,  as  well  as  in  contri- 
buting to  the  necessities  of  many,  which  though  older,  are  still  feeble. 

Among  these  gratifying  tokens  of  zeal  for  Christ,  and  of  love  for 
souls  with  which  we  have  been  favored  during  the  last  year,  I would 
mention  especially  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  contributed  by  an 
unknown  hand — one  that  would  be  seen  by  Him  only,  who  is  the 
searcher  of  hearts, — with  directions  that  it  be  applied  to  the  relief 
of  missionaries,  in  this  and  other  Dioceses,  who  are  laboring  under 
circumstances  of  peculiar  trial  and  privation.  The  appropriation  has 
been  made  in  conformity  with  the  directions  given ; and  I desire  to 
record  my  grateful  sense  of  this  instance  of  unostentatious  liberality, 
not  only  in  duty  to  the  pious  donor,  but  in  the  fond  hope  that  an  ex- 
ample so  worthy  of  imitation  may  be  followed. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I have  been  obliged  to  be  absent  from 
my  duties  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  three  months.  Nearly 
one  month  was  spent  in  attending  the  deliberations  of  the  General 
Convention  which  met  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  October  last : more 
than  a month  was  employed  at  the  request  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  New  York,  in  performing  Episcopal  duties  within  their 
jurisdiction ; and  another  month  has  been  passed  at  Boston,  in  ful- 
filling an  engagement  to  which  I referred  in  my  last  address.  The 
remainder  of  the  year  has  been  devoted  to  active  labors  in  different  parts 
of  this  Diocese;  of  which  I shall  give  on  this  occasion  but  a summary. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  being  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty,  I have  officiated  in  about  one  hundred.  I have 
also  held  services  in  the  following  places,  at  which  there  were  no 
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parishes  in  union  with  this  Convention,  viz.,  Morgan’s  Corners, 
(Delaware  co. ;)  Waterstreet,  (Huntingdon  co. ;)  Brown’s  Mills 
and  Lock’s  Mills,  (Mifflin  co. ;)  Tunckhannock,  (Wyoming  co. ;) 
Great  Bend,  (Susquehanna  co. ;)  Tioga  Village,  (Tioga  co. ;)  Cou- 
dersport,  (Potter  co. ;)  Smethport,  (McKean  co. ;)  Warren,  (Warren 
CO. ;)  Greenville,  (Mercer  co. ;)  Columbia,  (Lancaster  co. ;)  Sum- 
mit, (Carbon  co.,)  and  Tuscarora,  (Schuylkill  co.,)  making  in  all 
one  hundred  and  fourteen  points  at  which  I have  officiated.  In 
some  cases  these  visits  were  made  without  the  requisite  canonical 
notice,  and  confirmations,  of  course,  were  not  to  be  expected.  During 
this  period  I have  preached  on  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  different 
occasions,  addressed  the  candidates  whenever  confirmation  was 
administered,  catechised  and  addressed  the  children  in  many  of  the 
parishes,  baptized  thirteen  infants,  solemnized  seven  marriages, 
attended  several  funerals,  and  administered  the  communion  to  one 
sick  person  in  private.  I have  administered  confirmation  on  jive 
different  occasions  in  private  to  persons  who  were  sick,  and  have 
held  confirmations  in  public  on  seventy-two  occasions. 

I have  also  ordained  eighteen  clergymen,  consecrated  four 
churcJyes,  laid  the  corner  stones  of  four  churches,  officiated  at  the 
reopening  of  two  churches  which  have  been  materially  enlarged  and 
improved,  admitted  eight  candidates  for  orders,  received  from  other 
Dioceses  twelve  clergymen,  and  dismissed  fourteen.

The  Ordinations  have  been  as  follows  ; to  the  Diaconate  eight 
candidates  have  been  admitted,  viz  : at  St.  James’  Church,  Philadel- 
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phia,  on  Sunday,  June  27th,  Mr.  John  W.  Shackelford  and  Mr. 
Robert  J.  Parvin.  The  former  has  been  officiating  since  his  admis- 
sion, in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  latter  has  become  Rec- 
tor of  Christ’s  Church,  Towanda  ; — On  Sunday,  September  19th,  at 
St.  Luke’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Lester  Janes,  who  was  for- 
merly a minister  of  the  Methodist  connection,  and  who  has  since 
taken  a letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ; — On  Thursday, 
October  28th,  at  St.  Philip’s  Church  in  Spring  Garden,  Mr.  Daniel 
S.  Miller,  who  has  been  chosen  rector  of  the  newly  organized  parish 
of  St.  Jude  in  Spring  Garden; — On  Sunday,  February  6th,  at  St. 
Matthew’s  Church,  Francisville,  Mr.  Benjamin  J.  Douglass,  who  is 
actmg  as  deacon  and  assistant  to  the  rector  of  that  parish,  and  also  as 
an  instructor  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Academy  ; — On  Sunday, 
March  5th,  at  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Philadelphia,  Mr. 
Richard  S.  Trapier,  who  has  since  been  assisting  the  rector  of  that 
church  ; — and  on  Wednesday,  April  5th,  at  St.  James’  Church,  Phila- 
delphia, Mr.  Samuel  Randall  and  Mr.  Rees  C.  Evans.  Mr.  Evans 
has  become  the  minister  of  the  newly  organized  parish  of  Zion 
Church  at  Tuscarora  and  missionary  in  the  adjacent  districts. 

It  is  proper  to  state  further,  that  in  the  case  of  two  of  these  dea- 
cons, Mr.  Douglass  and  Mr.  Trapier,  the  ordinary  license  to  preach 
has  been  withheld.  This  course  was  adopted  in  conformity  with  the 
wishes  of  the  candidates  themselves,  and  as  the  result  of  deep  con- 
viction on  my  part,  that  the  ultimate  usefulness  of  our  younger  clergy 
will  be  materially  promoted  if  they  pass  a large  portion  of  their 
diaconate  in  the  parishes  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  elder 
clergy. 

To  the  Priesthood  the  ordinations  have  been  nine,  as  follows  : 

On  Sunday,  June  13th,  at  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Frankford,  the  Rev. 
Henry  S.  Spackman,  deacon  and  minister  of  that  church.  On  Sun- 
day, June  27th,  at  St.  James’  Church,  Philadelphia,  the  Rev.  David 
H.  Macurdy  and  the  Rev.  Alexander  G.  Mercer,  who  since  have 
both  removed  from  the  diocese.  On  Thursday,  July  22d,  in  a chapel 
at  Athens,  Bradford  Co.,  the  Rev.  Barclay  A.  Smith,  deacon  and 
missionary  in  that  place.  Mr.  S.  has  since  resigned,  and  is  now 
absent  from  the  country.  On  Friday,  November  12th,  at  Christ’s 
Church,  Philadelphia,  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Smith,  missionary  in 
charge  of  the  Bishop  White  Chapel  in  the  Northern  Liberties,  and 
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the  Rev.  H.  Hastings  Weld,  Rector  of  St.  James’  Church,  Downing- 
town.  On  Sunday,  February  20th,  at  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Phila- 
delphia, the  Rev.  George  A.  Durborow,  rector  and  missionary  of  the 
new  parish  at  Fairmount,  and  on  this  day  in  your  presence,  the  Rev. 
Robert  J.  Parvin,  minister  of  Christ  Church,  Towanda  ; — The  Rev. 
Daniel  S.  Miller,  rector  elect  of  St.  Jude’s  parish.  Spring  Garden, 
and  the  Rev.  Wm.  Clotworthy,  missionary  in  Clearfield  Co. 

The  Churches  consecrated  are  as  follows. 

At  Kiltanning,  Armstrong  Co.,  on  Friday  the  27th  of  August,  the 
new  edifice  erected  by  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  in 
place  of  one  which  was  destroyed  by  a tornado  two  years  previous ; 
— In  Moyamensing,  on  Thursday,  January  27th,  All  Saints’  Church  ; 
In  Port  Richmond,  on  Easter  Monday,  (April  26th,)  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah;  and  in  Tuscarora,  on  Sunday,  April  30th,  Zion  Church. 
The  consecration  of  these  churches  has  been  attended  by  circumstances 
of  unusual  interest  and  of  the  happiest  promise.  In  the  first  place 
they  have  been  free  from  debt.  No  tax  has  been  left  to  be  dis- 
charged by  posterity.  No  sanction  has  been  given  to  the  criminal 
practice  of  incurring  pecuniary  responsibilities,  without  a clear  pros- 
pect of  being  able  to  meet  and  discharge  them  ; and  no  hazard  has 
been  incurred,  that  places  once  set  apart  for  the  performance  of  reli- 
gious offices  shall  be  wrested  from  their  sacred  purpose  by  the  violent 
though  righteous  hand  of  the  law.  And  it  is  due  to  five  other 
parishes  which  have  completed  church  edifices  within  the  last  year, 
to  state  that  not  having  discharged  as  yet  all  their  liabilities,  they  have 
not  asked  that  these  edifices  should  be  devoted  to  the  exclusive 
possession  and  service  of  the  Most  High. 

Thanks  to  this  manly  and  Christian  spirit.  It  is  shared  also  by 
several  of  our  older  parishes  which  have  long  been  pressed  down  by 
the  incubus  of  debts,  and  which  are  now  employed  in  strenuous 
eflbrts  to  disengage  themselves.  The  Diocese  is  thus  engaged  in  the 
two-fold  work  of  erecting  new  churches,  and  of  discharging  the  pecu- 
niary obligations  resting  on  old  ones.  The  work  though  arduous  is 
advancing  with  much  spirit,  and  I look  forward  with  confidence  to  a 
day  not  far  distant  when  we  can  point  to  all  the  consecrated  edifices 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese — as  free  from  the  reproach  of  in- 
debtedness. 

Another  characteristic  of  the  churches  built  within  the  last  year. 
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and  one  to  which  I would  refer  with  much  satisfaction,  is  the  simple 
and  appropriate  style  of  their  architecture,  and  the  moderate  degree 
of  expense  at  which  they  have  been  raised  and  finished.  In  a 
country  where  population  increases  at  such  a fearful  rate,  where  the 
capital  which  gives  it  employment  is  so  limited,  and  where  it  is  un- 
speakably important  that  the  means  of  grace  should  multiply  much 
more  rapidly,  I should  deprecate  as  unfriendly  alike  to  the  extension 
and  the  simplicity  of  our  faith,  the  growth  of  a taste  which  demanded 
gorgeous  and  magnificent  structures  for  worship.  More  of  graceful 
forms  and  convenient  arrangements  we  may  well  desire;  but  they  are 
by  no  means  incompatible  with  simplicity  and  frugality.  The  church 
at  Port  Richmond  for  example,  which  has  nearly  650  sittings,  and 
was  built  at  a cost  of  some  $6000 — deserves  to  be  studied  as  a model 
of  simple  elegance  ; and  the  achievement  of  such  a building  at  an  ex- 
pense so  limited,  reflects  the  highest  credit  as  well  on  those  who 
planned  and  superintended  it,  as  on  those  whose  generous  contribu- 
tions supplied  the  means.  Long  may  this  Diocese  be  known  for  her 
zeal  and  munificence  in  planting  churches  among  the  destitute,  rather 
than  for  her  prodigality  in  rearing  splendid  edifices,  where  art  shall 
undertake  to  supersede  the  appropriate  office  of  the  pulpit  and  the 
desk, — and  where  piety  shall  be  measured  by  the  expensiveness  of  its 
solitaryoffei  ngs,  rather  than  by  the  diffusiveness  of  its  unostentatious 
charities.  At  the  same  time  I desire  to  do  merited  honor  to  the  better 
taste  in  church  architecture  which  is  gaining  ground  among  us,  and 
which  is  raising  some  new  and  beautiful  monuments  of  its  frugality,  as 
well  as  of  its  refinement. 

A third  characteristic  of  most  of  the  churches  which  I have  conse- 
crated, and  of  several  others  now  in  progress,  is  that  they  are  offer- 
ings to  the  cause  of  missions.  The  church  at  Tuscarora  stands  in 
the  midst  of  the  mining  district  in  Schuylkill  county,  distant  several 
miles  from  any  other  place  of  worship,  and  it  has  been  built  at  the 
sole  expense  of  a benevolent  churchman  in  this  city,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  surrounding  and  increasing  population.  All  Saints’  Church, 
Moyamensing,  is  the  fruit  of  an  ardent  desire,  conceived  years  ago  by 
a few  of  the  members  of  our  older  churches,  to  establish  a parish  in  that 
neglected  District,  and  it  has  been  erected  almost  exclusively  by  the  con- 
tributions of  the  benevolent.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Church  of  the 
Messiah  at  Port  Richmond — of  the  Church  of  the  Redemption  at  Fair- 
mount,  which  is  not  yet  finished,  and  to  a considerable  though  less 
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degree  of  the  churches  at  Minersville  and  Doylestown,  which  though 
finished,  are  not  yet  consecrated.  The  new  and  noble  building  which 
has  been  raised  by  the  parish  at  Pottsville,  is  likewise,  under  God, 
the  result  of  a purpose  long  cherished  and  devotedly  followed  up,  of 
opening  accommodations  for  the  foreign  labourers,  who  are  crowding 
into  that  town  and  its  vicinity.  In  addition  to  liberal  subscriptions 
among  the  members  of  the  congregation,  considerable  sums  have  been 
given  from  abroad,  and  these  have  been  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
pews,  which  are  always  to  remain  free.  It  deserves  to  be  noticed  as 
an  arrangement  peculiarly  worthy  of  imitation,  that  these  pews  in- 
stead of  being  located  together  in  the  remotest  and  least  attractive  part 
of  the  building,  where  their  occupants  would  feel  more  sensibly  their 
dependence  on  charity,  and  be  in  the  same  proportion  more  exposed 
to  the  invidious  remarks  of  others,  are  distributed  through  every  part 
of  the  building.  This  arrangement  must  contribute  as  well  to  the 
orderly  and  edifying  administration  of  the  services,  as  to  the  promo- 
tion of  a healthy  feeling  of  Christian  brotherhood. 

In  concluding  my  notice  of  church  building  in  the  diocese,  I ought 
not  to  omit  the  enlargement  of  the  churches  at  Reading  and  Erie,  as 
enterprises  which  reflect  great  credit  on  the  liberality  of  the  respec- 
tive congregations. 

The  interior  of  the  church  at  Reading  is  worthy  of  all  commenda- 
tion, as  a specimen  of  chaste  and  beautiful  workmanship. 

Five  Corner-stones  of  churches,  have  been  laid  within  the 
year,  with  appropriate  solemnities,  viz  : by  myself,  at  Port  Richmond, 
on  Monday,  June  28th;  at  Pottsville,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  July 
11th;  at  Salem,  Wayne  county,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  July 
14th;  in  Philadelphia,  for  the  new  parish  of  St.  Mark’s,  on  Easter 
Tuesday,  April  25th ; and,  also,  one  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Natt,  at  North- 
umberland, in  October  last,  during  a meeting  of  the  Convocation  of 
Northern  and  Central  Pennsylvania.  Each  of  these  buildings,  with 
the  exception  of  that  at  Pottsville,  is  to  be  in  districts  where  we  have 
had,  as  yet,  no  church  edifice. 

In  addition  to  these  evidences  of  church  extension,  I would  add, 
that  several  new  fields  for  missionary  labor  have  been  occupied  within 
the  year.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  been  disabled  for  turn  years 
past  from  discharging  clerical  duty,  finding  his  health  partially  restored 
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during  the  last  summer,  established  himself  by  my  advice  and  con- 
sent at  Greenville,  Mercer  co.,  and  has  been  officiating  for  the  last 
nine  months  between  that  place  and  Newcastle,  in  Butler  county. 
Both  these  are  rising  villages,  situated  on  the  Erie  Extension  Canal, 
and  in  the  midst  of  a thriving  and  beautiful  country. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Clotworthy,  from  the  diocese  of  Ohio,  has  been 
acting  as  missionary  in  Clearfield  co,,  and  its  vicinity,  holding  stated 
services  at  the  village  of  Clearfield,  at  Phillipsburg,  at  Morrisdale,  and 
at  Curwensville.  The  Rev,  S.  T,  Carpenter  has  become  a missionary 
in  the  eastern  part  of  Lancaster  co.,  and  is  to  derive  his  support  from 
the  liberality  of  a benevolent  lady  in  that  vicinity.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Vaughan  has  taken  temporary  charge  of  a mission,  established,  some 
time  since,  in  the  south-western  part  of  this  city,  which  seems  to  pro- 
mise much  good.  The  Rev.  E.  C.  Jones  is  officiating  in  Southwark, 
with  a view  to  the  revival  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  in  that 
district.  The  Rev.  Danl.  S.  Miller  has  held  services  during  the 
winter  in  a hall  in  Spring  Garden,  and  has  organized  a parish,  which 
is  now  engaged  in  the  erection  of  a chui’ch  ; and,  lastly,  the  Church- 
men’s Missionary  Society  for  Seamen,  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia, 
an  association  recently  formed  by  a band  of  devoted  young  men,  are 
fast  gathering  means  Yor  the  erection  of  a floating  chapel,  for  the  use 
of  mariners. 

I point  to  these  facts  as  cheering  proof  that  there  is  abroad  among 
us  a noble  spirit  of  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  the  Saviour’s  king- 
dom. Would  that  I could  point  to  corresponding  evidences  of  increase 
in  the  ranks  and  efficiency  of  our  laboring  clergy.  But  on  this  point 
the  facts  are  less  encouraging. 

The  number  of  clergymen  dismissed  from  the  diocese,  during  the 
last  year,  has  been  considerably  greater  than  in  former  years ; the 
number  received  has  not  increased  in  the  same  proportion  ; while  the 
number  of  young  men  admitted  as  candidates  for  orders,  remains 
stationary. 

Letters  of  Dismissfon,  have  been  given  in  behalf  of  the  Rev. 
Sami.  Durborow,  to  the  diocese  of  Maine  ; in  behalf  of  the  Rev. 
Chas.  D.  Cooper,  the  Rev.  Breed  Batcheller,  and  the  Rev.  David  H. 
Macurdy,  to  the  diocese  of  Western  New  York;  in  behalf  of  the 
Rev,  Colley  A.  Foster,  and  the  Rev.  Robt.  B.  Claxton,  to  the  diocese 
of  Indiana;  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Lester  Janes,  the  Rev.  John  J. 
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McElhinney,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Adderly,  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ; 
in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  G.  Mercer,  and  the  ReV,  Sami. 
Moorehouse,  to  the  diocese  of  New  York;  in  behalf  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  Graham,  to  the  diocese  of  South  Carolina;  of  the  Rev.  Wm. 
H.  Woodward,  to  the  diocese  of  Michigan ; and  of  the  Rev.  Sami. 
C.  Brinckle,  to  the  diocese  of  Delaware — in  all  fourteen. 

Letters  of  Dismission,  have  been  accepted  from  Bishop  Chase, 
of  Blinois,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  B.  Hutchins ; from  Bishop  Boone, 
in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Graham  ; from  Bishop  Meade,  in  be- 
half of  the  Rev.  Charles  West  Thompson ; from  Bishop  Mcllvaine, 
in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Jas.  A.  Woodward,  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  Clot- 
worthy; from  Bishop  Lee,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Childs; 
from  the  Standing  Committee  of  New  York,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev. 
Herman  Hooker,  the  Rev.  Kingston  Goddard,  and  the  Rev.  C. 
B.  Wyatt;  and  from  Bishop  Eastburn,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev. 
Sami.  A.  Clark,  the  Rev.  T.  S.  Carpenter,  and  the  Rev.  Geo.  D. 
Miles. 

Three  clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  have,  at  their  own  request,  been 
displaced  from  the  ministry , dm'mg  the  year  just  passed,  for  causes 
not  affecting  their  moral  character,  viz;  the  Rev.  Marcus  R.  Cush- 
man, displaced  at  Erie,  Aug.  21st,  1847,  in  presence  of  the  Rev.  Drs. 
Carmichael  and  Mitchell,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wm.  Flint  and  R. 
Smith ; the  Rev.  George  Allen,  displaced  in  Philadelphia,  Nov.  25, 
in  presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Smith ; 
and  the  Rev.  Oliver  A.  Shaw,  displaced  Dec.  4th,  in  presence  of  the 
Rev.  Herman  Hooker  and  the  Rev.  Marmaduke  Dillon. 

The  present  number  of  candidates  for  orders,  in  this  diocese, 
is  twenty-five,  of  whom  eight  have  been  received  within  the  last 
year,  viz. : Richard  B.  Duane,  admitted  May  4th,  1847  ; Nathan  B. 
Merrill,  transferred  from  the  diocese  of  Connecticut,  June  1st,  1847  ; 
John  Fury,  admitted  June  5th,  1847;  George  L.  Neide,  admitted 
June  5th,  1847;  Samuel  Clements,  admitted  July  5th,  1847;  Robert 
T.  Roach,  admitted  November  2d,  1847 ; Rees  C.  Evans,  admitted 
October  4th,  1847 ; Joseph  T.  Elsegood,  admitted  April  2d,  1848. 

The  following  churches  have  become  vacant  during  the  year, 
by  the  resignation  of  their  rectors,  viz. : Christ’s  Church,  Towanda, 
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by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Colton,  who  has  become  rector 
of  St.  Matthew’s,  Pike,  and  who  has  been  succeeded  at  Towanda, 
by  the  Rev.  R.  J.  Parvin;  St.  Paul’s,  West  Whiteland,  and  St.  Pe- 
ter’s, Great  Valley,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Wood- 
ward, who  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  L.  Suddards, 
formerly  of  Churchtown,  where  he  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Bull ; St.  Mary’s,  Warwick,  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Bull,  who 
has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Enos  Woodward,  the  Rev.  Jas.  A. 
Woodward,  his  son,  having  become  his  assistant  at  St.  Mark’s, 
Honeybrook;  Calvary  Church,  Rockdale,  by  the  resignation  of  the 
Rev.  B.  S.  Huntington,  who  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Chas. 
West  Thompson,  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia  ; St.  Stephen’s,  Wilks- 
barre,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  D.  Cooper,  who  is  suc- 
ceeded by  the  Rev.  Geo.  D.  Miles,  from  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts ; 
St.  James’,  Muncy,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Foster, 
who  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Downing,  from  the  dio- 
cese of  Virginia ; Advent  Church,  N.  L.,  by  the  resignation  of  the 
Rev.  J.  J.  Kerr,  who  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  A. 
Clark,  from  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts ; St.  James  the  Less, 
Schuylkill  Falls,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  David  H.  Macurdy, 
who  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Christopher  B.  Wyatt,  from 
the  diocese  of  New  York;  St.  James’,  Kingsessing,  by  the  resig- 
nation of  the  Rev.  Sami.  C.  Brinckle;  and  Grace  Church,  Ilones- 
dale,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Owen  Evans  Shannon. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  ranks  of  the  laboring  clergy,  in  this 
diocese,  do  not  increase  even  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  our 
churches,  much  less  in  proportion  to  the  new  calls  which  are  made 
for  our  services  ; while  the  disproportion  between  the  growth  in  the 
number  of  our  clergy,  and  the  advance  of  population  in  our  common- 
wealth, is  truly  distressing.  Let  not  our  faithful  and  fervent  prayers 
be  wanting,  brethren,  nor  our  corresponding  judicious  efforts,  that  the 
list  of  our  candidates,  now  much  reduced,  may  be  soon  swelled  by 
the  addition  of  young  men  of  talent,  piety,  and  devoted  zeal.  What 
we  greatly  need  are  laboring  clergymen,  who  are  patient,  self-deny- 
ing, and  indomitable — men  who  can  endure  hardness,  even  though  it 
take  the  form  of  apparent  neglect  or  indifference — who,  in  meekness, 
and  with  all  industry  and  prudence,  will  adapt  themselves  to  the  pecu- 
liar emergencies  of  the  various  posts  at  which  they  may  be  called  to 
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labor,  and  whose  faith  in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  their  mission  can 
outlive  even  a long  period  of  privation  and  apparent  uselessness. 
Such  men  never  labor  in  vain ; and  unfriendly  as  the  soil  of  interior 
Pennsylvania  may  seem  to  the  establishment  or  extension  of  our  prin- 
ciples, there  are  fields  in  every  part  of  it  already  white  unto  the  har- 
vest. But  they  who  would  reap  these  harvests  must  needs  count  the 
cost.  For  a time,  some  of  them  must  consent  to  forego  the  comforts 
of  a married  life ; they  must  be  satisfied  to  live  as  the  mass  of  those 
to  whom  they  minister  live  ; and,  sowing  in  hope,  they  must  never  dis- 
trust the  pledge,  that  God’s  word,  when  it  goes  forth  in  its  integrity  and 
simplicity,  cannot  return  unto  Him  void,  but  must  prosper  in  the  thing 
whereunto  He  sends  it.  Its  triumphs  may  be  reserved  till  his  eyes  who 
proclaimed  it  are  sealed  in  death  ; but  none  the  less  glorious  and  memo- 
rable shall  be  his  reward.  In  due  time  we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not. 

When  I observe  with  what  skill  and  ardor,  at  what  hazards  often 
to  health  and  life,  and  with  what  deliberate  and  even  prodigal  sacrifice 
of  present  ease  and  enjoyment,  the  children  of  the  world  devote  them- 
selves to  the  pursuit  of  that  which  must  perish  in  the  using,  I cannot 
but  fear  that  they  are  wiser  in  their  generation  than  many  of  us  who 
profess  to  be  children  of  light.  A like  zeal,  a like  vigilant  wisdom 
and  forecast,  with  the  same  irrepressible,  self-sacrificing  energy,  would 
soon  enable  us  to  carry  our  faith  in  triumph  over  many  obstacles, 
before  which  we  are  now  too  apt  to  stand  appalled,  or  from  which 
we  turn  away  in  dismay. 

But  whilst  I insist  upon  the  necessity  of  increased  devotion  on  the 
part  of  the  clergy,  I would  not  forget  that  they  who  preach  the  gospel 
have  a right  to  live  of  the  gospel.  It  is  a melancholy  fact,  that  some 
of  the  most  useful  clergymen  who  have  left  us  during  the  past  year, 
have  been  constrained  to  do  so  by  the  entire  inadequacy  of  their  means 
of  subsistence.  I have  much  fear  that  we  are  destined  to  suffer  still 
severer  losses  from  the  same  cause.  With  these  facts  forced  upon 
me  as  I travel  over  the  Diocese,  and  having  myself  tried  in  vain  for 
months,  and  even  in  one  or  two  instances  for  more  than  two  years,  td 
supply  some  vacant  parishes  with  ministerial  services,  because  I have 
been  unable  to  hold  out  to  men  with  families,  the  prospect  of  adequate 
support, — I conceive  that  I should  be  wanting  in  my  duty  if  I did  not 
entreat  the  renewed  attention  of  the  laity  to  this  subject.  Where  the 
standard  of  compensation  is  highest,  there  we  must  expect  that  talent 
and  efficiency  will  be  carried  ; and  we  cannot  allow  other  dioceses  to 
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excel  us  in  this  respect  without  being  in  danger  of  suffering  a constant 
drain  upon  .our  best  and  most  cherished  resources,  I well  know 
that  in  some  of  our  parishes,  even  with  every  effort  which  liberality 
could  make,  the  salary  would  be  meagre  unless  increased  from  with- 
out ; but  how  rarely  has  liberality  done  its  utmost.  In  how  many 
cases  are  the  claims  of  the  gospel,  the  interests  of  the  soul,  postponed, 
till  all  the  demands  of  taste  and  even  caprice  are  gratified,  and  then  a 
fraction  of  the  poor  remains  bestowed,  perhaps  with  a grudging  hand, 
on  a stinted  pastor.  Can  we  wonder  if  the  dews  of  the  Divine 
Spirit  are  withheld  from  such  hearts  and  such  congregations  ? Zac- 
cheus  could  give  half  his  goods  to  feed  the  poor.  Under  the  Mosaic 
dispensation  the  divine  law  could  wring  with  inexorable  hand  from 
every  Jew,  more  than  two-tenths  of  all  his  income  for  pious  and 
charitable  uses,  God  has  been  pleased  to  lay  on  Christians  no  law 
for  giving  but  the  law  of  love  and  of  a cheerful  heart ; but  what  a 
reproach  must  rest  upon  them,  if  they  abuse  this  indulgence  to  the  in- 
jury of  the  poor,  or  to  the  withholding  from  the  ministers  of  the  sanc- 
tuary, of  their  rightful  portion. 

Connected  with  the  support  of  the  clergy,  I would  mention  two  or 
three  measures  which  may  have,  if  adopted,  a most  happy  effect. 
The  first  is  the  erection  of  parsonages.  In  cities  and  large  towns 
they  are  less  necessary  ; but  in  the  country  they  are  all  but  indispen- 
sable, The  difficulty  of  renting  houses  in  convenient  situations,  the 
uncertainty  whether  they  can  be  retained,  their  want  of  fitness  to  a 
clergyman’s  peculiar  wants  and  resources,  the  additional  expense 
which  they  entail,  are  evils  which  can  hardly  be  appreciated,  except 
by  experience ; and  they  prove  in  many  cases,  I am  sure,  the  imme- 
diate reason  why  parishes  are  relinquished.  If  congregations  would 
^have  their  ministers  acquire  a home  feeling  among  them,  they  should 
see  to  it  that  they  have  a home, — a permanent  and  comfortable  one,  at 
a convenient  distance  from  the  parish  church,  and  that  this  home  is 
kept  in  good  repair.  Let  me  add  that  a Rector's  library  ought,  and 
I trust  in  time  will  come,  to  be  considered  as  a necessary  appendage 
to  every  parsonage  and  every  parish.  We  need  an  enlightened  and 
well  furnished  ministry  ; but  we  cannot  hope  to  have  it,  unless  the 
clergy  have  access  to  good  libraries,  and  this  access  can  never  be 
enjoyed  by  many  of  them  if  these  libraries  are  to  be  furnished  ex- 
clusively at  their  own  expense.  For  a parish  to  gather  such  a library, 
requires  but  a beginning,  a little  steady  and  persevering  attention,  and 
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tlie  contribution  through  a course  of  years,  of  sums  which  though 
very  small  when  divided  among  the  members  of  a congregation,  would 
be  wholly  beyond  the  reach  of  most  individual  pastors. 

Another  measure  would,  if  adopted,  do  much  I think  to  lighten  the 
burdens  of  the  clergy.  I allude  to  some  provision  by  the  Church 
for  the  education  of  their  children.  We  have  now  several  admira- 
ble schools,  both  male  and  female,  connected  with  the  church  in  this 
diocese ; and  their  advantages  ought  to  be  especially  accessible  to  the 
children  of  those  clergymen  whose  means  are  straitened,  who  live 
remote  from  schools  of  a superior  character,  and  whose  children  must 
soon  enter  on  life,  with  no  resources  but  their  talents  and  their  worth. 
I would  mention  that  partial  provision  for  the  sons  of  the  clergy,  are 
already  made  at  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Academy  in  this  city,  and 
also  through  the  generosity  of  its  Principal,  Mr.  Bolmar,  at  the  Dio- 
cesan School  in  West  Chester.  These  provisions  need  to  be  enlarged 
and  made  permanent ; but  what  we  need  now  still  more,  is  a cor- 
responding provision  for  educating  the  daughters  of  the  clergy. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  at  the  Retreat  near  Germantown,  and 
also  at  the  schools  at  Aston  Ridge  and  West  Chester,  for  admitting  at 
reduced  rates  those  whose  fathers  receive  inadequate  salaries,  or  who 
are  orphans.  Through  the  generosity  of  a few  individuals  whose 
pleasure  is  to  do  good  as  they  have  opportunity,  I have  already  re- 
ceived means  sufficient  to  place  five  or  six  young  ladies  at  these 
schools,  and  I pray  God  to  put  it  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  have  the 
ability,  to  enable  me  to  enlarge  the  number. 

The  Schools  connected  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  are  all 
doing  well.  The  Academy  in  this  city,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Hare,  has  had  a career,  thus  far,  of  great  and  uninterrupted  pros- 
perity; and  it  is  exerting  an  influence  on  the  principles  and  character 
of  our  children  which  will  be  felt  for  good  long  after  our  own  earthly 
course  has  terminated.  It  now  numbers  nearly  one  hundred  pupils. 
The  chaplaincy  in  the  school  forboysat  West  Chester  has  become  vacant 
by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Claxton,  but  will  soon  be  filled  ; in 
the  mean  time  the  duties  of  that  office  are  diligently  discharged  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Clemson.  The  female  school,  known  as  the  Retreat  in 
School  House  Lane,  near  Germantown,  has  been  signally  favored  not 
only  by  the  smiles  of  Divine  Providence,  but  also  with  the  influence 
of  the  Divine  Spirit.  Considerably  more  than  a third  of  all  the 
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resident  or  boarding  pupils  have  within  the  last  two  months  been 
confirmed,  and  have  also  become  communicants,  under  circumstances 
which  have  inspired  me  with  the  most  lively  hopes  in  respect  to  their 
future  character  and  influence  as  Christian  women.  The  order  and 
spirit  prevailing  throughout  the  school  have  been  excellent : the  disci- 
pline is  quiet,  effective,  and  eminently  domestic : the  position  of  the 
buildings  and  grounds  is  alike  beautiful  and  healthy,  and  the  patronage 
bestowed  upon  it  most  encouraging.  The  school  at  Aston  Ridge, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huntington,  has  also 
been  much  favored,  and  as  the  number  of  pupils  received  is  limited, 
the  situation  attractive,  and  the  instruction  superior,  this  seminary  has 
advantages  peculiar  to  itself.  The  same  is  true  of  the  school  of  Miss 
Evans,  at  West  Chester,  which  has  recently  been  removed  to  a large 
and  commodious  mansion,  and  which  bestows  upon  its  pupils  the 
blessings  of  thorough  intellectual,  moral  and  religious  culture,  with 
the  comforts  of  a happy  home,  at  rates  so  moderate  as  to  bring  its 
advantages  within  the  reach  of  many  who  cannot  patronize  our  more 
expensive  schools. 

I have  for  some  time  been  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  a 
Female  Academy  in  this  city,  sustaining  to  the  Church  the  same 
relation,  and  constituted  on  the  same  principles  as  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Academy  for  boys,  would  be  a great  blessing.  The  time 
for  establishing  such  a seminary  seems  to  have  arrived,  and  having 
conferred  with  my  Council  of  Advice  on  the  subject,  I have,  with 
their  approval  and  sanction,  taken  the  preliminary  steps  for  the  pur- 
pose. Trustees  have  been  appointed,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vaughan  has 
been  selected  as  Principal.  A pleasant  and  convenient  house  has 
been  taken  on  the  west  side  of  Penn  Square,  and  the  institution  will 
be  opened  for  the  admission  of  pupils  on  the  1st  of  September  next. 
It  is  proposed  to  organize  and  conduct  the  school  so  that  its  moral 
and  religious  influence  shall  be  active  and  benign,  and  its  means  of 
intellectual  culture  unsurpassed.  Special  attention  will  also  be  paid 
to  the  health  of  the  pupils.  Having  long  known  the  Rev.  Principal, 
and  having  had,  in  common  with  several  members  of  this  Convention, 
an  opportunity  of  observing  the  powerful  and  salutary  influence  which 
he  exerted  in  winning  the  affections  and  moulding  the  character  of  his 
pupils,  (while  he  acted  as  Principal)  at  the  Institution  for  the  Blind 
in  this  city,  I have  every  confidence  that  his  labors  in  this  new  field 
will  be  appreciated  and  sustained. 
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It  is  proposed  to  make  the  charges  of  a tuition  such,  that  the  influ- 
ence and  instruction  of  this  seminary  can  be  shared  by  a large  pro- 
portion of  our  people. 

I desire  to  record,  again,  my  grateful  sense  of  the  important  aid 
whiph  is  rendered  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  by  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  by  the  Bishop 
White  Prayer  Book  Society,  by  the  Female  Prayer  Book  Society, 
the  Episcopal  Tract  Society,  and  the  Parish  Library  Association.

•To  these  should  be  added,  as  missionaries  under  the  direction  of 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  but  not  deriving  aid  from 
the  Advancement  Society,  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Smith,  of  the  Calvary 
Church  mission,  Northern  Liberties  ; the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Allen, 
city  missionary,  (Philadelphia) ; the  Rev.  Richard  Smith,  missionary 
in  Mercer  county ; the  Rev.  T.  S.  Carpenter,  Lancaster  county. 
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I mentioned  in  my  last  address,  that  convocations  of  the  clergy 
had  been  assembled  at  two  or  three  points  in  the  diocese,  at  the  time 
of  my  visitation ; that  they  were  likely  to  become  a permanent  ele- 
ment in  our  system  of  operations,  and  that,  in  my  opinion,  they  would 
prove,  if  properly  conducted,  powerful  instruments  of  improvement 
to  the  clergy,  and  of  blessing  to  their  people,  while  they  might  be 
made  subservient  in  a high  degree,  to  the  extension  of  the  church. 
I would  now  state  that  I have  met  with  four  convocations  during  the 
year:  one  at  Bellefont,  in  July;  one  at  Erie,  in  August;  one  at 
Uniontown,  about  the  1st  of  September;  and  one  at  Morgantown, 
about  the  middle  of  the  same  month.  My  convictions  in  regard  to 
their  value  and  efficiency,  are  strengthened.  At  the  meeting,  in  July, 
of  the  convocation  of  Northern  and  Central  Pennsylvania,  a perma- 
nent organization  was  adopted,  on  principles  which  will  be  found  in  a 
note  to  this  address,*  and  the  members  comprising  it  have  continued 
to  meet  quarterly,  ever  since,  with  encouraging  results. 


* RULES  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF  NORTHERN  PENNSYLVANIA. 

1st.  This  Convocation  shall  be  composed  of  the'Clergy  of  Bradford, 
Sullivan,  Tioga,  Lycoming,  Columbia,  Northumberland,  Union,  Clinton, 
Centre,  Mifflin,  and  Huntingdon  counties,  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

2d.  This  Convocation  shall  meet  four  times  in  each  year,  as  follows, 
on  the  evenings  of  the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October. 

3d.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  president,  ex-officio.  In  his 
absence,  the  presbyter  who  has  been  longest  resident  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Convocation,  he  being  an  attending  member  of  the  same,  shall 
preside. 

4th.  A Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  in  January,  for  one 
year. 

5th.  At  each  meeting,  a Preacher  and  Alternate  shall  be  selected  by 
the  Bishop,  when  present,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  Convocation,  to 
deliver  the  opening  sermon  of  the  next  Convocation.  In  case  of  their 
failure,  the  President  shall  appoint  a substitute;  it  being  their  duty  to 
give  the  resident  President  as  early  notice  as  possible  of  their  inability 
to  discharge  the  trust  assigned  them. 

6th.  The  Convocation  shall  determine  the  place  and  time  of  each  suo

I have  thus  noticed  the  most  important  events  which  have  trans- 
pired during  the  past  year  within  this  diocese;  as  well  as  various 
considerations  of  a general  nature  which  bear  upon  its  present  condi- 
tion and  future  welfare.  We  have  a vast  work  on  hand,  and  God 
alone  can  bestow  upon  us  the  ability  to  meet  its  demands,  with  the 


cessive  regular  meeting.  The  Bishop  or  Convocation  may  appoint  spe- 
cial meetings. 

7th.  The  Rector  of  the  Parish  in  which  the  Convocation  meets,  shall, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop,  determine  the  number  of  ex- 
ercises, and  appoint  the  Clergymen  who  are  to  officiate,  except  when 
provision  shall  have  been  otherwise  made  by  the  Convocation;  and  on 
all  occasions,  the  services  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  with  the 
Canons  and  Liturgy  of  the  Church. 

8th.  The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  administered  on  the  Wednesday 
of  each  regular  meeting. 

9th.  No  member  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  at  liberty  to  leave  the 
Convocation  without  permission. 

lOlh.  At  every  meeting  of  the  Convocation,  there  shall  be  a special 
service  for  the  children  of  the  Parish,  and  another  for  the  benefit  of 
Missions. 

11th.  The  resident  President  shall  give  notice  of  all  special  meetings 
and  act  as  the  organ  of  communication  with  the  Bishop;  making  after 
each  meeting  a report  to  him  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convocation. 

12th.  The  Rector  of  the  Parish  in  which  the  Convocation  meets  may 
invite  any  Clergymen  to  be  present  at  its  meetings. 

13th.  The  continuance  of  this  Convocation  shall  be  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Bishop. 

14th.  Any  Clergynr.an  four  times  absent  without  excuse,  shall  cease 
to  be  regarded  as  a member  of  the  Convocation. 

15th.  Any  number  present  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

16th.  These  rules  shall  not  be  changed,  except  by  a vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  Convocation,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop  ; and  changes  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  one  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Convocation,  and  acted  upon  at  the  next,  all  absent  members 
having  been  informed  that  changes  had  been  proposed. 

Adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convocation  held  in  the  parish  of  St. 
John’s  Church,  Bellefonte,  Centre  co.  July  7lh,  1847. 
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requisite  wisdom,  liberality,  devotion,  and  zeal.  We  have  to  sustain, 
enlarge,  and  improve  our  older  parishes,  making  them  more  fruitful 
of  good  to  their  respective  pastors  and  people,  and  more  instrumental 
in  extending  blessings  to  mankind.  We  have  to  render  many  of  our 
newer  parishes  self-supporting,  transforming  their  dependence  on  aid 
from  without  into  the  ability  and  disposition  to  give  effective  assis- 
tance to  others. 

We  have  to  plant  our  church  in  twenty-five  counties  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  as  yet  it  has  neither  minister  nor  sacred  edifice.  We 
have  to  meet  the  difficulties  which  result  from  the  fact,  that  in  most 
of  the  remaining  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  our  ministrations 
have  been  introduced  but  of  late  years,  and  are  surrounded  by  a popu- 
lation that  receives  little  augmentation  from  without,  and  that  is  disin- 
clined, alike  by  habit  and  by  education,  from  seeking  or  accepting  our 
services. 

We  have,  moreover,  to  fulfil  a great  and  solemn  duty,  created  by 
the  rapidity  with  which  large  numbers  of  people,  many  of  them  from 
our  father-land,  and  children  of  our  mother  church,  settle  in  districts 
where  mines  are  opening,  where  hitherto  all  has  been  wilderness,  and 
where,  unless  aided  by  us,  they  may  remain  for  years  without  the 
means  of  grace.  In  a large  proportion  of  the  territory  embraced 


1st.  At  each  quarterly  meeting,  two  sermons  shall  be  read  by  mem- 
bers taken  in  alphabetical  order;  the  topics  or  texts  to  be  assigned  by 
the  President.

Resolved,  That  a member  be  appointed  in  alphabetical  order,  semi- 
annually, to  prepare  a report  on  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  throughout 
the  world. 
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■within  this  diocese,  our  order  and  institutions  are  scarcely  more  known 
than  in  the  new  states  of  the  west,  and  the  obstacles  with  which  they 
are  called  to  contend  are  even  greater  and  more  intractable. 

Let  not  our  charities  be  bounded,  however,  by  the  limits  of  our 
own  territory.  Throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  vast  and 
rising  republic,  which  is  receiving  each  year  its  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  immigrants,  from  all  parts  of  the  world;  to  which  elder  nations  are 
looking  with  inconceivable  solicitude  ; which ^eems  to  have  been  raised 
up  by  Providence  expressly  to  show  whether  Christianity  can  be  sus- 
tained by  the  free-will  offerings,  the  spontaneous  patronage  of  God’s 
people, — in  this  land  there  are  calls  for  help  which  ought  not  to  re- 
main unheeded  ; while  the  new  and  multiplied  relations  which  are 
fast  binding  Pagan  and  Mahommedan  countries  to  those  which  pro- 
fess the  faith  of  Christ,  summon  us  at  this  time  to  renewed  interest 
and  effort  in  behalf  of  those  foreign  missions  which  contemplate  the 
ultimate  triumph  of  our  religion  over  every  form  of  idolatry  and  error. 
I ought  not  to  omit  the  fact  that  of  five  candidates  for  orders  belong- 
ing to  this  diocese,  who  will  be  ordained  within  the  next  three  months, 
two,  if  not  three,  have  determined  to  devote  themselves  to  the  service 
of  the  mission  on  the  western  coast  of  Africa.  While  I have  yielded 
with  deep  reluctance,  to  the  withdrawal  of  these  excellent  young  men 
from  our  more  immediate  field  of  labor,  I feel  grateful  to  God  that  He 
has  thus  enabled  this  diocese  to  make  so  noble  an  offering  to  this 
enterprise  ; an  enterprise  which  may  possibly  need  revision  and  alter- 
ation in  its  policy,  but  which,  in  its  aims,  is  one  of  the  most  beneficent, 
and,  in  its  obligations,  one  of  the  most  imperative,  ever  undertaken  by 
our  church.  I cannot  but  express  my  sincere  hope,  that  with  this 
important  addition  to  the  moral  and  ministerial  force  of  the  mission, 
there  may  be  a corresponding  increase  in  its  pecuniary  resources. 

And  now,  to  meet  these  claims  upon  our  zeal  and  liberality — what 
means  do  we  possess  ? Not  much  more  than  half — certainly  not  so 
many  as  two-thirds  of  the  congregations  in  this  Diocese,  are  self-sup- 
porting. Of  the  remainder  many  are  feeble.  But  still  we  have 
enough.  God  delights  to  employ  instruments  which  in  proportion  as 
they  are  insufficient  on  natural  principles,  are  the  more  disposed  to 
seek  His  aid,  and  thus  to  clothe  themselves  with  a power  which  is 
resistless,  because  Divine.  There  is  no  obstacle  which  in  His  good 
time,  will  not  yield  before  the  prayers  and  pains  of  his  faithful  people. 
Let  the  simple  and  comfortable  Gospel  of  Christ  be  truly  preached. 
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Let  the  discipline  of  our  churches  in  respect  to  immoral  and  dissipat- 
ed communicants  be  administered  with  judicious  but  inflexible  integ- 
rity.* Let  the  high  and  solemn  obligations  which  rest  on  those  who 
profess  to  follow  Christ,  be  clearly  set  forth  by  their  Pastors — both 
by  word  and  good  example.  Let  the  duty  and  privilege  of  consecra- 
ting property,  time  and  talent  to  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  re- 
lief of  human  suffering  be  earnestly  and  diligently  inculcated.  And 
above  all,  let  prayer  be  made  of  the  whole  Church  without  ceasing, 
that  God  will  be  pleased  to  pour  into  all  our  hearts  that  most  excel- 
lent gift — the  gift  of  charity — that  at  the  same  time  He  will  be  pleased 
to  open  the  hearts  of  those  who  hear  us,  and  of  all  for  whose  benefit 
we  labor,  that  they  may  receive  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  taking 
from  them  all  ignorance,  hardness  of  heart,  and  contempt  of  His  word, 
and  so  bringing  them  home  to  His  flock,  that  they  may  be  saved  with 
the  remnant  of  the  true  Israelites,  and  be  made  one  fold  under  one 
Shepherd,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  If  such  be  our  course  we  need 
not  fear, but  God  will  go  with  us  as  he  went  with  his  people  of  old — 
a pillar  of  cloud  by  day,  and  a pillar  of  fire  by  night.  Trials  we  may 
have — they  shall  prove  our  helpers.  Disappointments  may  sadden 
us — they  shall  urge  us  to  more  humility,  and  therefore  to  more  prayer. 
But  our  young  men  shall  offer  themselves  willingly  to  the  help  of

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  this  House, 
and  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  to  be  read 
therein  : 

“The  House  of  Bishops,  solicitious  for  the  preservation  of  the  purity 
of  the  Church  and  the  piety  of  its  members,  are  induced  to  impress  upon 
the  Clergy  the  important  duty,  with  a discreet  but  earnest  zeal  of  warn- 
ing the  people  of  their  worldly  cures,  of  the  danger  of  an  indulgence  in 
those  worldly  pleasures,  which  may  tend  to  withdraw  the  affections 
from  spiritual  things.  And  especially  on  the  subject  of  gaming,  of  amuse- 
ments, involving  cruelty  to  the  brute  creation,  and  of  theatrical  repre- 
sentation, to  which  some  peculiar  circumstances  have  called  their  atten- 
tion. They  do  not  hesitate  to  express  their  unanimous  opinion  that 
these  amusements,  as  well  from  their  licentious  tendency,  as  from  the 
strong  temptations  to  vice  which  they  afford,  ought  not  to  be  frequented. 
And  the  Bishops  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  deep  regret  at 
the  information,  that  in  some  of  our  large  cities,  so  little  respect  is  paid 
to  the  feelings  of  the  members  of  the  Church,  that  theatrical  representa- 
tions are  fixed  for  the  evenings  of  her  most  solemn  festivals.” 
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the  Lord.  Our  people  of  every  age  shall  recommend  the  faith  they 
profess  by  the  sanctity  of  their  lives,  while  they  carry  it  abroad  by 
the  diligence  and  zeal  of  their  self-denying  labors.  To  the  honor  of 
Christ  and  the  extension  of  His  Church,  our  widows  shall  cheerfully 
give  their  mites,  our  men  of  substance  their  silver  and  their  fine 
gold ; '"all  shall  bestow  their  prayers  and  efforts,  and  God  shall  bless 
us.  Let  the  people  praise  Thee,  O God.  Yea,  Let  all  the  people 
praise  Thee.  Then  shaltthou  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  cause  thy  face 
to  shine  upon  us.  Thy  way  shall  be  known  upon  the  earth,  God, 
even  our  own  God,  shall  give  us  His  blessing,  and  all  the  ends  of 
the  world  shall  fear  Him.

The  Committee  on  the  claims  of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  claims  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Vaughan,  D.  D.,  have 
been  laid  before  them.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Vaughan  held  his  seat  as 
a member  of  the  Convention  as  Principal  of  the  Institute  for  the 
Blind  in  this  city.  Having  resigned  that  situation  15th  Novem- 
ber, 1847,  on  grounds  other  than  those  of  old  age,  ill  health  or 
infirmity,  they  think  his  seat  was  forfeited,  and  that  he  is  not 
now  entitled  to  be  enrolled  among  the  members  of  this  Conven- 
tion.

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  foregoing  Charters  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Charters. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Howe  presented  and  read  the  following : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania, 
respectfully  present  to  the  Convention  the  following  abstract  of 
their  proceedings  during  the  past  year.  They  organized  on  the 
first  of  June,  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morton  as  Presi- 
dent, and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howe  as  Secretary.  In  conformity  with 
the  practice  of  their  predecessors  in  former  years,  they  have  held 
a stated  meeting  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  each  month.  Besides 
their  twelve  regular  meetings,  they  have  had  two  adjourned  and 
four  special  meetings. 

On  the  17th  of  September  last,  the  Committee,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  request  of  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  Doylestown,  gave  their  consent  that  the 
church  be  mortgaged  for  a sum  not  to  exceed  $700. 

Three  vacancies  having  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  the  2d  of 
November  last,  appointed  the  Hon.  T.  M.  Pettit,  Thomas 
Robins  and  John  Welsh,  Jr.,  Esqs.,  to  be  members  of  that 
Board. 

By  order  of  the  Standing  Committee,  suitable  Cases  have  been 
prepared  at  the  Episcopal  Academy  for  receiving  the  Journals 
and  other  Pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  same  have  been  carefully  arranged  therein. 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  they  appointed,  on  June  1st, 
twelve  clerical  assessors ’to  consider  the  propriety  of  an  act  of 
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Ecclesiastical  discipline  in  a neighboring  parish,  from  which 
appeal  had  been  made  to  the  Ordinary. 

During  the  year  of  their  service,  the  Standing  Committee 
have  signed  testimonials  recommending  the  admission  of  seven 
individuals,  to  wit,  Richard  B.  Duane,  John  Furey,  George  L. 
Neide,  Reese  C.  Evans,  Robert  T.  Roach,  Joseph  J.  Elsegood 
and  Samuel  Clements,  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

They  have  also  signed  testimonials  recommending  the  admis- 
sion of  seven  individuals,  to  wit,  Robert  J.  Parvin,  Lester 
Janes,  Reese  C.  Evans,  Benj.  S.  Douglass,  Richard  S.  Trapier, 
Daniel  S.  Miller  and  Samuel  Randall  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Deacons. 

They  have  also  signed  testimonials  recommending  ten  indi- 
viduals, to  wit,  the  Revs.  Barclay  A.  Smith,  David  H.  McCurdy, 
Henry  S.  Spackman,  Alex.  G.  Mercer,  George  A.  Durborow, 
Joseph  H.  Smith,  H.  Hastings  Weld,  Thomas  A.  Starkie,  Daniel 
S.  Miller,  Robt.  J.  Parvin  and  Wm.  Clotworthy  for  admission 
to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests. 

The  Standing  Committee  have  examined  and  approved  the 
charters  of  the  following  newly  incorporated  churches,  to  wit, 
the  Church  of  the  Mediator,  Philadelphia ; St.  Mark’s  Church, 
Philadelphia ; St.  Jude’s  Church,  Spring  Garden  ; the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Apostles,  St.  Clair,  Schuylkill  county  ; Zion  Church, 
Tuscarora,  and  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Northumberland. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  report  to 
the  Convention  any  Church  which  has  not  within  three  years 
last  past,  made  any  parochial  report,  or  had  any  missionary 
report  made  on  its  behalf,  and  which  has  neither  employed  a 
clergyman  as  its  parish  minister,  nor  requested  of  the  Bishop  to 
have  the  services  of  a missionary, — in  conformity  with  this  rule,

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hare,  the  Secretary  was  authorized 
to  purchase  a suitable  fire-proof  chest  for  the  purpose  of  preserv- 
ing therein  the  MSS.  of  the  Convention  and  Standing  Committee.

Sir  : — The  Corporation  for  the  relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Children  of  Clergymen  in  the  Communion  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  of  which  I am 
the  Treasurer,  at  their  late  annual  meeting  held  on  the  8th  inst., 
passed  the  following  Resolution; 

“ Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  prepare  and 
report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  a statement  of  the 
Yeates  fund,  and  its  annual  income,  with  the  objects  of  the  Trust, 
for  the  information  of  that  Body.” 

In  obedience  to  that  Resolution,  I make  the  following  report — 
The  Yeates  Fund  is  a Trust  Fund  which  was  established  by 
Miss  Margaret  Yeates  and  Miss  Catharine  Yeates  of  Lancaster 
in  this  Diocese.  These  ladies  on  the  23d  day  of  June,  1835, 
and  7th  of  September,  1836,  respectively,  settled  each  the  sura 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  the  first  upon  Horace  Binney,  James  S. 
Smith  and  Joseph  R.  Ingersoll,  Esquires  ; the  other  upon  James 
S.  Smith  and  Joseph  R.  Ingersoll,  Esquires,  upon  certain  trusts, 
which  are  substantially  as  follows — 

In  Trust  to  invest  the  said  sums  of  money  in  debt  of  the 
United  States,  debt  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  or  city  of  Phi- 
ladelphia, or  in  such  real  securities  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and 
the  said  investments  from  time  to  time  in  part  or  in  whole,  to 
sell  out,  or  call  in ; and  reinvest  in  like  manner,  and  the  nett 
interest  or  income  as  the  same  shall  be  received  to  pay  to  such 
one  or  more  aged  Ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  such  suras  or  portions  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  selected  and  directed  by  the  Bishop^  of  the  said 
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Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  having  the  City  of  Lan- 
caster in  his  Diocese,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approbation 
of  a majority  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
for  the  time  being ; such  Minister  and  Ministers  to  be  resident 
at  the  time  of  such  selection  and  direction,  within  the  said  Dio- 
cese, and  to  have  at  the  time  a parochial  charge  within  the  same, 
or  who  having  had  such  a charge  therein  for  the  space  of  ten 
years,  has  or  have  been  compelled  to  leave  or  give  up  the  same 
by  reason  of  age  or  bodily  infirmity — and  in  case  for  any  cause, 
such  selection  and  direction  shall  not  be  made  before  the  stated 
meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  said  Church  in  the  Diocese 
aforesaid,  in  any  year,  then  and  in  that  case  the  interest  remain- 
ing unappropriated  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Trustees,  shall  be 
added  to  the  capital  and  invested  in  manner  aforesaid. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, passed  March  7,  1837,  the  Trustees  above  named  were 
authorized  to  transfer  the  fund  to  the  corporation  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  and  that  corporation  was  duly  authorized  to  exe- 
cute the  Trusts,  and  now  holds  the  Trust  Fund  upon  the  Trusts 
hereinbefore  specified. 

The  Fund  has  been  invested  exclusively  in  the  Loan  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  at  the  present  time  con- 
sists of  $3248.67  of  the  five  per  cent.  Loan,  and  $372.67  of  the 
six  per  cent.  Loan  of  the  Commonw’ealth,  the  nett  annual  in- 
come being  about  $175.53. 

All  which  by  order  of  the  Corporation  aforesaid  is  respectfully 
reported  for  the  information  of  the  Convention.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Howe,  it  w'as  declared  by  the 
Convention  in  conformity  with  the  4th  article  of  the  consti- 
tution, that  the  following  churches  embraced  in  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  submitted  this  afternoon,  viz  ; Truth  Church, 
Bethany,  Wayne  co.,  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Moyamensing,  Phila- 
delphia CO.,  St.  John’s  Church,  Lawrenceville,  Alleghany  co., 
Christ  Church,  Blossburg,  Tioga  co.,  and  St.  Gabriel’s  Church, 
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Sugar  Loaf,  Columbia  co. — shall  no  longer  have  a right  to  send 
a deputy  or  deputies  to  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Thomas  Robins  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  fund  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  received  during  the  past  year,  $621,93,  of  which, 
$551,43  has  been  derived  from  collections  and  contributions; 
and  $70,50  from  interest  on  $1500,  city  of  Philadelphia  5 per 
cent,  stock,  which  still  remains  invested.  There  is  in  the  Trea- 
surer’s hands  a balance  of  $267,04. 

Three  Clergymen  are  now  in  receipt  of  aid  from  the  fund,  to 
the  extent  of  $550,00  per  annum,  and  an  appropriation  of 
$100,00  has  been  made  to  the  widow^  of  a Clergyman  of  the 
diocese,  this  being  the  first  application  for  aid  from  that  branch 
of  the  trust.  The  Trustees  in  their  last  annual  report,  made  an 
earnest  appeal  to  the  Convention,  to  adopt  such  measures  as 
would  secure,  if  possible,  general  contributions  to’ the  fund.  No 
measure  was,  however,  proposed.  The  contributions  during 
the  past  year,  though  slightly  exceeding  those  of  the  previous 
one,  have  been  received  from  only  a small  portion  of  the  parishes 
in  the  diocese,  and  it  will  be  observed  also  that  the  expenditures 
have  been  greater  than  the  contributions.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, the  Trustees  feel  constrained,  respectfully  to  renew  their 
request  to  the  Convention,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  adequate  support  to  the  fund.

Mr.  Robins  also  presented  the  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Christmas  fund  and  Convention  fund,  duly  audited.  The  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  fund  was  also  submitted, 
having  been  audited  and  approved.  [For  these  Reports,  see 
Appendix.] 

Mr.  Parry  offered  the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a Committee  of  3 Clergymen  and  3 Laymen 
be  appointed  to  ascertain  if  possible,  and  report  to  the  next 
Convention,  the  cause  of  the  Clergy  not  receiving  a larger  com- 
pensation for  their  services. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold  moved,  as  a substitute,  that  a Committee 
be  appointed  to  devise  a plan  of  increasing  the  compensation  of 
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the  country  Clergy.  The  substitute  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Parry, 
and  the  question  being  taken  on  its  adoption,  it  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Coleman,  the  propriety  of  the  admis- 
sion into  union  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  Church  of  the  Cru- 
cifixion, and  any  legal  questions  connected  therewith,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters,  to  report  thereon.

The  Bishop  thereupon  announced  that  Rev.  Dr.  Hare  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Howe,  of  the  Clergy,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Robins,  of  the 
Laity,  had  been  duly  elected  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  and  that  none  of  the  other  persons  v.oted^ 
for  had  received  the  requisite  majority  of  votes. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned.

Thursday,  May  18lh,  A.  D.  1848,  9 o’clock,  A.M.  3 

The  Convention  assembled.  The  meeting  was  opened  with 
appropriate  collects  by  the  Bishop.  The  roll  was  called  and  the 
minutes  read,  and,  after  amendments,  approved.  The  following 
Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies  not  before  present,  answered  to 
their  names  and  took  their  seats,  viz..  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis, 
Lightner,  Norris,  Preston  and  Ridgeley,  and  Messrs.  Ball,  W.  D. 
Brown,  S.  N.  Davies,  Morris,  Pearce,  W.  H.  Stokes,  Talbot. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Welsh,  it  was  Resolved,  that  further  ballot- 
ing for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Delegates  to  the 
General  Convention,  and  Treasurers  of  the  Convention  Fund  and 
Episcopal  Fund,  be  dispensed  with  at  this  Session  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wheeler,  it  was  Resolved,  that  notice  be 
given  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Churches  which  have  been  declared 
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by  the  Convention  as  no  longer  entitled  to  send  deputies  to  this 
body. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev,  Mr,  Davis,  it  was  Resolved,  that  a 
Committee  of  , of  which  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  chairman, 
be  appointed  to  examine  the  following  propositions,  and  to 
report  to  this  body  on  the  merits  thereof,  namely  : 

I.  As  to  the  expediency  of  laying  out  the  Diocese  into  twelve 
mission  districts,  more  or  less,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Bishop,  and  subsequently  to  increase  or  diminish  the  same  at 
his  discretion. 

II.  As  to  the  expediency  of  the  missionary  interests  in  each 
district  being  placed  in  the  hands  of  a presbyter  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  to  superintend  the  same  in  his  absence. 

III.  As  to  the  expediency  of  establishing  a home  for  the  mis- 
sion at  some  central  or  convenient  point  within  the  district, 
which  shall  serve  likewise  as  a place  of  education,  especially  in 
regard  to  training  young  persons  for  the  gospel  ministry ; the 
same  being  supervised  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  by  persons 
of  his  appointment ; also  as  a retreat  for  the  infirm  and  super- 
annuated Clergy  of  the  district. 

The  following  Committee  was  appointed  : Rev.  Mr.  Davis, 
Dr.  Upfold,  Rev.  Messrs.  Natt,  Hilton,  and  Colton,  and  Messrs. 
J.  M.  Aertsen,  Parry,  Wheeler,  Sheaff,  Day. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  further  moved  as  follows : Resolved, 
that  the  form  of  the  parochial  reports  be  amended  by  adding : 

I.  Number  of  children  prepared  by  their  parents  and  guardians 
for  being  publicly  catechised  in  the  church  by  the  minister,  and 
the  number  of  the  same  otherwise  prepared. 

II.  Number  of  poor  belonging  to  the  parish,  and  the  means 
contributed  by  the  same  for  their  relief. 

III.  Number  of  baptized  persons  within  the  bounds  of  the 
parish  that  neglect  the  public  worship  of  Almighty  God,  and  the 
means,  if  any,  and  if  any,  what  means  are  employed  to  reform 
them. 

Or  such  information  on  the  foregoing  points  as  may  be  con- 
venient. 

This  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Welsh,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  presented  the  following  Report: 

The  Committee  on  Charters  report,  That  they  have  examined 
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the  Charters  and  Articles  of  Association  which  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Convention  and  referred  to  them ; namely,  the 
Charters  of  incorporation  of  Zion  Church  at  Tuscarora,  in  the 
county  of  Schuylkill ; of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles  of  St. 
Clair,  in  the  county  of  Schuylkill ; of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia ; of  the  Church  of  the  Mediator,  Philadel- 
phia, and  of  St.  Jude’s  Church,  Spring  Garden,  Philadelphia 
county  ; and  the  original  Articles  of  Association  of  a Congrega- 
tion in  the  town  of  Northumberland,  in  Northumberland  county  : 
that  it  appears  in  these  charters  that  the  Churches  respectively 
therein  mentioned  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doctrines, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States,  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Diocese  : that  it  also  appears  from  the  authenticated  certificates 
endorsed,  that  the  said  charters  have  duly  passed  the  inspection 
of  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  have  been  enrolled,  by  order  of  the  Governor,  in  the  Charter 
Book  of  the  Commonwealth ; and  it  further  appears  that  the 
articles  and  provisions  of  the  charters  are  in  all  material  respects 
agreeable  to  the  Form  recommended  in  the  Revised  Regulations 
of  1829. 

The  Committee  report,  that  the  Articles  of  Association  above 
mentioned,  are  framed  in  conformity  with  the  Canons  and  Re- 
vised Regulations,  but  that  the  congregation  associated  under 
those  articles  have  not  obtained  a charter  of  incorporation,  though 
it  would  seem  that  an  application  has  been  made  to,  and  favor- 
ably acted  upon,  by  some  court,  with  that  intent. 

The  following  resolution  in  relation  to  the  said  Charters  and 
Articles  of  Association,  is  herewith  submitted: 

Resolved,  That  Zion  Church,  at  Tuscarora,  Schuylkill  county  ; 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles  of  St.  Clair,  Schuylkill  county; 
St.  Mark’s  Church  ; the  Church  of  the  Mediator,  Philadelphia ; 
and  St.  Jude’s  Church,  Spring  Garden,  in  Philadelphia  county; 
and  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Northumberland,  in  Northumberland 
county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese.

The  Resolution  was  adopted. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morgan,  the  subject  of  Lay  Dea- 
cons was  taken  up  for  consideration,  according  to  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  unfinished  Business. 

After  discussion,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ducachet,  the 
subject  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Leaf  stated,  that  it  was  not  his  intention  at 
present  to  make  the  motion  of  which  he  gave  notice  yesterday, 
in  reference  to  rescinding  the  8th  Revised  Regulation. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  moved,  that,  in  view  of  a Resolution 
on  the  subject  passed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, and  concurred  in  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  in  order 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
to  the  duty  of  providing  more  ample  free  sittings,  a Committee 
be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  how  this  duty  may  most 
wisely  and  effectually  be  discharged.  The  motion  was  carried, 
and  Rev,  Messrs.  Harris  and  Odenheimer,  and  Messrs.  W. 
Welsh,  R.  R.  Montgomery  and  E.  C.  Biddle  appointed  the 
Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Robins,  it  was  Resolved,  that  $300  be 
appropriated  toward  the  payment  of  mileage  to  Rectors  of  such 
churches  as  have  made  contributions  to  the  Convention  Fund 
for  the  current  year;  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
pay  the  same  to  such  Clergymen  as  make  application,  pro  rata, 
according  to  their  actual  expenses. 

Resolved,  that  until  the  next  stated  Convention,  the  actual 
expenses  of  the  Bishop  upon  his  Episcopal  visitations  be  paid 
out  of  the  Convention  Fund,  provided  that  the  amount  so  paid 
do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $350. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  order  of  the  day,  as  fixed 
yesterday. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  as  to  the  inexpe- 
diency of  the  proposed  alterations  of  the  9th  Canon  and  the  7th 
Article  of  the  Constitution  were  concurred  in. 

The  House  then  took  up  for  consideration  the  resolution  pro- 
posed by  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  G.  M.  Wharton,  the  Resolution  was  amended 
by  inserting  “ except  of  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary,”  after 
the  words  “no  election,”  in  the  7th  line  thereof. 
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On  motion  of  Judge  Stroud,  the  resolution  was  further  amend- 
ed, by  striking  out  these  words,  “ the  first  three  lines  of  the 
second  paragraph  of  the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,”  in  the 
first  and  second  lines  of  the  Resolution,  and  by  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof,  as  follows,  “ the  following  words  in  the  6th  Article  of 
the  Constitution,  viz  : all  officers  and  committees  appointed  by 
ballot,  must  in  order  to  their  election  receive  the  votes  of  a ma- 
jority of  the  Clerical  members  and  of  the  Lay  Representations.” 

On  motion  of  the  same,  the  Resolution  was  further  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  : 

And  provided  also,  that  if  no  such  majority  of  the  clerical 
members  and  of  the  Lay  Representations  be  present  at  that  time, 
such  elections  shall  be  postponed  until  10  o’clock  of  the  morn- 
ing of  the  next  day  when  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  in  with- 
out regard  to  the  number  then  present. 

Mr.  Bull  moved  to  recommit  this  portion  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  which  was  lost.  • 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Colton  moved  the  following  as  a substitute,  viz: 

“All  officers  except  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary,  and 
Committees  appointed  by  ballot,  must  in  order  to  their  election, 
receive  a majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Clerical  members,  and  of 
the  Lay  Representations. 

Provided  always^  that  a majority  of  those  entitled  to  vote  at 
the  time  of  the  election,  are  then  in  the  house — and  that  such 
election,  except  that  of  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  shall  be  held  at  5 o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
second  day  of  the  session. 

Mr.  Riley  moved  to  strike  out  the  proviso  in  the  proposed 
substitute,  wffiich  was  lost.  The  question  was  then  taken  on  the 
substitute,  and  it  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hare  moved  to  postpone  indefinitely  the  further 
consideration  of  the  whole  matter — which  was  lost. 

Mr.  Pettit  moved  to  strike  out  the  word,  “held”  in  the  11th 
line  of  the  Resolution,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “in 
order” — which  was  not  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Stroud,  the  Resolution  was  further 
amended,  by  inserting  after  the  word  “time”  in  the  amendment 
proposed  by  him  as  an  addition  to  the  Resolution  of  the  Com- 
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raittee,  and  heretqfore  adopted,  the  words  <‘or  if  said  elections 
be  not  completed.” 

Mr.  Wheeler  moved  the  following  as  a substitute  to  the  Re- 
solution of  the  Committee. 

“ All  elections  shall  be  determined  by  the  majority  shown  on 
the  count:  and  the  times  of  all  elections  maybe  appointed  by 
the  Convention.” 

Rev.  Mr.  Colton  moved  to  strike  out  from  the  proposed  sub- 
stitute, the  last  paragraph,  which  did  not  prevail.  Mr.  Wheeler’s 
substitute  was  then  rejected. 

Judge  Hayes  moved  to  amend  the  Resolution  as  amended  by 
inserting  after  “ 10  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  the  next  day,”  the 
words  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  circumstances  will  permit” — 
which  was  lost. 

The  Resolution,  as  the  same  had  been  amended  was  then 
approved  of  as  a proposition  for  amendment  of  the  Constitution, 
to  lie  over  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  proposed  amendment  as  approved  of,  reads  thus: 

“ Resolved,  That  the  following  words  in  the  6th  Article  of  the 
Constitution,  viz:  “alt  officers  and  committees  appointed  by 
ballot,  must,  in  order  to  their  election,  receive  the  votes  of  a 
majority  of  the  Clerical  members,  and  of  the  Lay  Representa- 
tions,” be  stricken  out,  and  in  place  thereof,  there  be  inserted  as 
follows : 

“All  officers  and  committees  appointed  by  ballot,  must  in  order 
to  their  election,  receive  a majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes 
cast  at  such  election  by  each  order;  provided  that  there  shall  be 
no  election,  except  of  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary,  unless 
there  are  present  at  the  time,  a majority  of  the  Clerical  members, 
and  a majority  of  the  Lay  Representations,  who  shall  have  ap- 
peared during  the  session,  and  been  admitted  to  seats  ; and  such 
election,  except  that  of  the  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  shall  be  held  at  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  second  day  of  the  session  ; and  provided  also,  that  if  no  such 
majority  of  the  Clerical  members  and  of  the  Lay  Representations 
be  present  at  that  time,  or  if  said  elections  be  not  completed, 
such  elections  shall  be  postponed  until  ten  o’clock  of  the  morn- 
ing of  the  next  day,  when  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  in  with- 
out regard  to  the  number  then  present.” 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Coleman  then  moved  to  lay  upon  the  table  the 
subject  of  the  remaining  orders  of  the  day,  which  prevailed. 

Mr.  James  S.  Smith  offered  the  following  proposition  as  an 
amendment  to  the  eighth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  viz: 

To  amend  the  Eighth  Article  of  the  Constitution  by  striking 
out  in  the  2d  line  the  words  “ ten,”  “five”  and  “five,”  and 
substituting  the  word  eight  for  the  word  ten,  and  the  word  four 
for  the  word  five,  where  it  occurs  in  the  said  2d  line. 

But  the  Convention  refused  to  approve  the  same.  ' 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  he  was  authorized  to  have  750 
copies  of  the  Journal  printed. 

On  motion  of  Jas.  S.  Riley,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  send 
a ’copy  of  the  Journal  to  each  parish  in  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Secretary  moved,  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion be  held  in  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  May,  A.  D.  1849,  at  5 o’clock,  P.  M.,  which  was 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  it  was  Resolved,  that  150 
extra  copies  of  the  Bishop’s  Address  be  printed  separately  for 
distribution  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bull  moved  that  the  Convention  take  up  for 
consideration  the  Report  of  the  Minority  of  the  Committee  upon 
proposed  alterations  in  the  Constitution.  A vote  by  orders  being 
called  over,  the  vote  of  the  Clergy  stood  as  follows :

Newton,  and  Messrs.  J.  S.  Newbold  and  Hoskins. 

Upon  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold,  it  was  Resolved  to  adjourn 
sine  die,  after  the  usual  religious  exercises. 

The  minutes  w’ere  then  read  and  corrected  preparatory  to  ad- 
journment, whereupon  the  Bishop  addressed  some  earnest  and 
affectionate  remarks  to  the  members  of  the  Convention,  who,  at 
the  close,  united  in  singing  the  four  last  verses  of  the  99th  Psalm 
of  the  Selection,  with  the  Doxology,  and  thereupon,  after  suitable 
collects  offered  by  the  Bishop,  and  after  his  benediction,  the 
Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Allen. 

I am  still  engaged  in  missionary  effort  as  set  forth  in  last  Re- 
port. 

I have  administered  or  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper  on  13  occasions.  I have  baptized  75  persons. 
In  preaching,  lecturing,  &c.,  I have  officiated  on  233  occasions. 
I have  married  24  couple.  I have  officiated  on  83  funeral 
occasions. 

During  the  year  up  to  March  12th,  my  pastoral  visits  have 
been  1080 ; — 1036  of  them  to  the  sick,  afflicted,  &c.  There 
have  been  distributed  a few  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  and 
70,000  pages  of  tracts,  in  which  is  included  47,000  pages  of  the 
tract.  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers  for  Children  and  Youths,  &c. 

I have  also  been  instrumental  in  circulating  more  than  80 
sets  of  Scott’s  Commentary. 

My  monthly  appointment  at  the  Widow’s  Asylum ; also  my 
weekly  appointment  in  the  Magdalen  Asylum,  and  at  my  own 
house  are  continued.  When  I have  had  no  appointment  on  the 
Lord’s  day,  I have,  most  generally,  gone  to  the  Eastern  Peni- 
tentiary. On  some  of  these  occasions,  after  preaching  to  the 
prisoners,  I have  visited  them  individually,  offering  them  tracts 
with  a word  of  counsel,  &c.  On  Sabbath  June  13th,  my  fifty- 
third  birth-day^  I spent  nearly  eight  hours  in  the  enclosure  of  the 
Penitentiary,  I preached  twice  and  visited  upwards  of  100 
convicts.  , 


Report  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Beasley,  Rector  of  All  Saints’  Church,  Lower  Dublin, 
Philadelphia  County,  and  of  Christ  Church,  Oak  Grove,  Bucks  County. 

Baptisms,  infants,  19  ; communicants  added,  4 ; died  or  re- 
moved, 3 ; present  number,  50  ; public  services,  on  every  Sun- 
day in  the  year,  at  All  Saints’  Church  in  the  morning — in  the 
afternoon  at  the  Chapel — during  Lent,  once  each  week  at  both 
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places — twice  at  Mechanicsville — twice  at  a house  two  miles 
above  All  Saints’  Church — twice  at  China  Retreat — once  on  a 
Sunday  evening,  and  once  on  Wednesday  evening  at  Hulmeville, 
during  the  absence  of  the  Rector — once  at  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Bensalem.  The  children  are  instructed  in  the  cate- 
chism once  a month  at  All  Saints’  Church.  Sunday  schools,  2 ; 
in  the  one  at  Oak  Grove  the  children  receiving  their  instruction 
from  the  Rector  alone  during  the  last  summer.  Collection  for 
the  Episcopal  fund,  $6  00 ; for  Missions  in  Wisconsin,  16  00 ; 
Monthly  collections,  20  00. 

As  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Missionary  Society  has  been 
postponed,  I am  unable  to  say  what  sum  will  be  collected  by  it. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Bourne. 

I beg  respectfully,  in  compliance  wdth  the  Canons  of  the 
Church,  to  present  a brief  report  of  the  manner  in  which  my 
time  has  been  occupied  during  the  past  year. 

As  an  Agent  of  the  American  Sunday  School  Union,  I have 
been  employed  principally  in  presenting  among  such  of  my  bre- 
thren of  the  Episcopal  Church  as  w-ere  friendly  to  the  cause,  the 
class  of  operations  in  which  this  Society  is  engaged,  and  in  making 
collections  to  aid  its  efforts  among  the  destitute. 

It  becomes  me  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  wdth  which  I have  been  every  where  treated. 

As  the  business  of  my  agency  has  left  my  time  on  the  Lord’s 
day,  much  at  my  own  disposal,  I have  left  myself  at  the  service 
of  my  brethren,  and  have  esteemed  it  a privilege  to  be  permitted 
to  render  them  any  service  in  my  power,  in  preaching,  or  other 
parochial  duties. 

I have  thus  in  various  churches  in  Philadelphia  and  the  neigh- 
bouring counties,  and  in  the  other  cities  visited,  preached  70 
times ; and  assisted  in  the  reading  of  the  service,  and  at  the 
Lord’s  supper  on  30  or  more  other  occasions,  twice  I adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion  alone  ; twice  the  Ordinance  of  Bap- 
tism ; twdce  performed  the  burial  service ; once  the  marriage 
service  ; — and  on  ©ne  occasion  assisted  my  respected  Bishop  at 
an  Ordination  ; namely,  that  of  two  candidates  for  the  priesthood, 
and  two  for  the  Diaconate,  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  New  York; 
on  the  16th  of  April  last.  In  addition  to  these  services,  I have 
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visited  some  50  Sunday  schools,  comprising  from  6000  to  7000 
pupils  ; which  I generally  addressed.

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Northern  Liber- 
ties, Philadelphia  County. 

This  parish  has  continued  since  my  last  report  to  sustain  my 
testimony  to  the  primitive  and  apostolic  order  of  free  seats  and 
freewill  offerings,  in  the  place  of  rented  pews,  and  what  has 
well  been  called  the  commercial  system.  It  has  not  been  with- 
out much  fear  and  trembling,  many  sacrifices,  and  the  necessity 
of  constant  self-denial,  that  I have  so  far  been  enabled  to  abide 
what  I believe  to  be  thewdll  of  the  Lord.  My  hope  is  gradually 
brightening,  although  I must  confess,  that  my  patience  is  some- 
times sorely  tried. 

No  important  changes  have  marked  the  history  of  this  parish 
during  the  past  year.  The  Church  proper  is  I think  manifestly 
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growing  in  grace ; numbers  are  walking  blamelessly  in  all  the 
ordinances  and  commandments  of  the  Lord.  Others  are  yield- 
ing their  hearty  consent  to  my  ministry,  and  striving  to  enter  into 
its  spirit,  while  there  is  a constant  attendance  and  participation 
in  our  worship,  of  persons,  who  seem  to  be  seeking  rest  to  their 
souls. 

I have  solemnized  7 marriages,  and  baptized  19  persons,  (3 
adults.)  The  Sunday  and  infant  schools  are  continued,  with 
the  best  results.  The  children  are  trained  in  the  “ nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord,”  as  the  church  directs,  and  all  other 
formularies  of  instruction  are  carefully  excluded,  as  far  as  may 
be.  By  the  liberality  of  one  who  loves  the  church,  and  prays 
for  its  prosperity,  the  Sunday  School  library  has  recently  been 
enlarged,  by  the  addition  of  a considerable  number  of  books, 
designed  more  immediately  for  the  teachers.  From  this  good 
is  anticipated  to  flow.

For  several  months  past  my  health,  which  was  for  some  time 
too  infirm  to  permit  me  to  officiate  as  often  as  I would  have 
wished,  has  been  perfectly  restored.  Since  my  last  report,  how- 
ever, I have  preached  upwards  of  55  times,  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  6 times,  baptized  4 infants,  3 of  whom  be- 
long to  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey,  besides  frequently  assisting 
the  clergy  of  the  city  and  neighbourhood  in  conducting  the  pub- 
lic services  of  the  Church.

Crawford  county.  Pa. 

Congregation,  families,  50;  adults,  130,  children,  100,  total, 
230;  baptisms,  adults,  4,  infants,  24,  total,  28;  confirmed,  25  ; 
communicants,  added,  4,  died  or  removed,  1,  present  number, 
75  ; marriages,  1 ; burials,  1 ; public  services,  on  Sundays 
twice,  other  days  occasionally  ; children  catechised,  times  10; 
Sunday  Schools,  1 ; male  teachers,  5,  female  teachers,  11  ;

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  has  been  about  $100  collected 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  Sunday  School  library,  and  the 
purchasing  of  Tracts,  which  are  distributed  monthly  by  the  rec- 
tor to  every  family  of  the  parish,  and  frequently,  as  the  opportu- 
nity offers,  to  the  destitute  in  the  surrounding  country. 

Within  a short  period,  the  ladies  of  the  Female  Sewing  Society, 
have  made  a donation  to  the  church,  of  a splendid  bible  and 
prayer  book  for  the  desk,  besides  their  constant  and  repeated 
benefactions  to  the  poor  and  needy. 

It  may  be  proper  also  here  to  remark,  that  there  has  been  a 
debt  accumulating  against  this  church  for  several  years  past, 
until  it  amounted  in  all,  principal  and  interest,  to  the  sum  of 
S900  and  upwards.  This  was  found  to  be  a most  grievous  bur- 
den, as  well  as  a most  serious  obstacle  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
church.  It  was,  in  fact,  an  evil  which  could  not  be  borne  any 
longer  than  the  circumstances  of  the  case  should  imperatively 
demand.  That  time  has  recently  transpired,  and  the  conse- 
quence has  been,  that  by  the  determination  and  co-operation,  of 
a few  energetic  ladies  of  the  congregation,  the  whole  amount  of 
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the  debt  has  not  only  been  subscribed,  but  more  than  two-thirds 
of  it  has  actually  been  paid  off  within  a short  period,  and  the 
remainder  is  so  secured,  as  to  be — beyond  the  reach  of  any  con- 
tingency,— forthcoming  some  time  during  the  next  year. 

During  the  past  year,  I would  also  state,  that  I have  preached 
several  times  at  Greenville,  about  twenty-five  miles  distant,  in 
the  adjoining  county  of  Mercer,  twice  at  New  Castle,  in  Butler 
county,  about  fifty  miles  distant,  and  once  at  Wilmington  in  the 
same  region,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  Other  and  more 
frequent  services  would  have  been  rendered  at  other  points,  but 
owing  to  the  badness  of  the  roads  and  ill  health,  I have  been 
able  to  perform  no  more  than  those  mentioned  above,  and  then 
only  as  I might  be  favored  with  the  assistance  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lord,  to  whom  I am  under  many  obligations  for  the  performance 
of  duties  during  ray  repeated  indisposition  during  the  past  year.

This  Parish  under  the  favor  of  Divine  Providence  continues 
to  be  prospered,  as  will  be  seen  by  comparing  the  present  statis- 
tics with  those  of  former  years. 

The  unusually  large  number  of  removals  from  the  communion 
arises  from  several  sources,  one  of  which,  it  may  be  proper  to 
mention,  is  the  official  displacement  of  sundry  persons  whose 
names  I found  on  the  list  when  I took  charge  of  the  Parish,  but 
who  have  not  been  in  the  habit  of  communing  with  the  church. 
The  Rector  deeming  it  his  duty  to  present  to  the  Convention, 
those  only  whose  life  and  conduct  was  in  accordance  with  their 
profession. 

Among  the  auxiliaries  to  the  preached  word  which  have  ex- 
erted a beneficial  influence  upon  the  Church  the  past  year,  is  the 
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Parish  Library.  This  institution,  humble  though  it  be,  has  yet 
been  fruitful  in  much  good,  and  gives  fair  promise  for  the  future. 
The  books,  containing  useful  knowledge,  with  purity  of  doctrine 
and  attractiveness  of  style,  have  not  only  been  the  means  of 
guiding  some  into  the  way  of  peace,  but  also  have  been  more 
extensively  circulated  among  the  people  than  might  at  first  have 
been  expected.  Forty  volumes,  at  least,  are  out  nearly  all  the 
time,  which  considering  the  size  of  the  Parish,  augurs  favorably 
for  the  institution.

Advent  Church  became  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  its  late 
Rector  on  the  19th  of  March,  1848.

The  children  of  the  parish  and  schools  are  catechised  openly 
in  the  church  once  a month,  and  are  the  objects  of  a constant, 
particular  regard. 
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The  Church  has  undergone  extensive  repairs  and  embellish- 
naents,  which  has  been  greatly  to  its  improvement. 

The  parish  is  now  erecting  at  a liberal  expenditure,  on  a 
beautiful  and  commodious  plan,  and  adjacent  to  the  church,  a 
rectory.  The  several  flourishing  boarding  schools  in  the 
borough,  now  numbering  six,  render  the  position  of  the  parish 
of  peculiar  importance.

Report  of  the  Rev.  William  C.  Cooley,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Pottsville. 

During  the  last  conventional  year,  we  have  by  the  Divine 
blessing  on  our  labors,  been  able  to  build  a church  suited  to 
the  wants  of  this  place.  It  stands  upon  the  site  of  the  old  one, 
and  will  seat  exactly  nine  hundred  and  eight  adult  persons  com- 
fortably, and  has  every  third  pew  throughout  the  body  of  the 
edifice  set  apart  to  remain  'permanently  free,  thus  making  room 
for  three  hundred  worshippers  to  come  and  partake  of  the 
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water  of  life  freely.  This  is  a feature  in  church  accommodation 
indispensable  to  the  successful  discharge  of  that  most  bounden 
duty  of  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  poor.  And  I desire  in  this 
report  to  record  my  sincere  thanks,  first  to  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church,  and  then  to  those  into  whose  hearts  He  has  put  the 
benevolent  desire  of  so  contributing  to  this  church,  that  it  is 
perfectly  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  the  people  of  the 
place  and  its  vicinity. 

The  church  is  built  of  stone,  in  the  early  English  Gothic 
style,  in  every  way  church-like,  and  when  completed  will  be 
well  calculated  to  attract  worshippers,  and  also  to  predispose 
them  to  be  solemn  and  devout  within  its  hallowed  courts. 
Already  has  the  attendance  upon  service  nearly  doubled,  though 
we  have  been  worshipping  in  the  church  only  a few  months, 
thus  giving  an  earnest  of  the  rich  harvest  that  may  yet  be 
gathered  by  the  faithful  laborer  in  this  field. 

Besides  the  building  of  the  church,  we  have  been  enabled  to 
accomplish  another  object  of  great  importance  to  the  interests 
and  prospects  of  the  parish.  We  have  obtained  a lot  for  a 
cemetery,  containing  some  four  acres  of  ground  conveniently  loca- 
ted, for  the  purposes  of  burial,  and  shall  in  a short  time  have  it 
fenced  and  prepared  for  use.  This  will  enable  us  to  gather 
many  who  have  strayed  away,  but  w’ho  in  all  their  wanderings 
have  not  been  able  to  forget  the  Church’s  solemn  burial  service, 
or  to  banish  the  strong  desire  to  be  buried  in  ground  consecrated 
by  the  same  rites  which  gave  peace  to  the  ashes  of  their  fathers. 

Services  have  been  regularly  held  on  Sundays,  but  owing  to 
the  fact  of  our  being  obliged  to  worship  in  a house  not  at  other 
times  under  our  control,  I have  not  been  able  to  have  service  on 
Saints’  days  and  holy  days  as  usual.  For  the  same  reason  our 
Sunday  school  "was  discontinued  for  a season,  but  it  has  been 
reopened  with  about  the  same  number  of  teachers  and  pupils  as 
formerly,  and  I trust  it  will  continue  to  increase  until  the  lambs 
of  the  flock  shall  all  be  brought  under  the  salutary  discipline 
and  teaching  of  the  Church. 

As  we  have  so  recently  commenced  worshipping  in  the  new 
church,  it  is  impossible  to  give  an  accurate  report  of  the  present 
number  of  stated  worshippers.  For  missionary  and  other  pur- 
poses we  have  made  the  following  appropriations. 
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To  the  Rev.  Mr.  Starky,  missionary  in  parts  adjacent,  ^8200, 00; 
Bishop’s  fund,  10,00;  Advancement  Society,  5,00;  do'mestic 
missions,  12,00 ; for  an  organ  in  the  new  church,  875,00,  being 
the  proceeds  of  a fair  held  by  the  ladies.  I have  had  2 adult 
baptisms,  87  infants  and  children  ; 17  funerals,  12  marriages. 


Report  of  Rev.  A.  S.  Colton,  Rector  of  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Bradford  County. 

Last  June,  while  officiating  in  Towanda,  I baptized  in  the 
township  of  Cherry,  Sullivan  county,  4 adults  and  6 children 
in  two  families,  in  a neighborhood  where  several  families  desire 
the  services  of  the  church,  but  quite  remote  from  any  of  our 
parishes. 

July  20th,  I resigned  the  rectorship  of  the  parish  in  Towanda, 
and  engaged  in  missionary  services  at  St.  Matthew’s,  in  the 
township  of  Pike,  where  I became  rector  about  the  1st  of 
October. 

This  parish  has  been  long  neglected,  and  in  the  absence  of 
records,  for  the  past,  I cannot  pretend  to  entire  accuracy  in  the 
statistics.  The  number  of  families  may  be  set  down  at  about 
35  ; worshippers  about  130;  communicants  23  ; public  services 
twice  each  Sunday,  in  the  church;  and  once  in  two  weeks,  a 
third  service  at  a school-house,  at  Stevensville,  as  also  on  the 
principal  holy  days,  and  Wednesday  nights  since  the  beginning 
of  Lent.  The  Sunday  school,  owing  to  the  distance  of  parish- 
ioners is  small ; taught  mostly  by  myself;  children  taught  the 
catechism  regularly  in  the  school ; collections  for  foreign  mis- 
sions, $4,25;  domestic,  5,00;  Convention  Fund,  2,00. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Crumpton,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Allegheny, 

Allegheny  co. 

The  congregation  is  considerably  increased  since  my  last  re- 
port ; but  I am  not  able  to  ascertain  the  number  of  persons  or 
families  that  belong  to  it. 

There  have  been  1 adult  and  22  infants  baptized,  total,  23. 
No  confirmations.  There  have  been  6 communicants  added,  4 
died  or  removed,  leaving  the  present  number,  87.  The  number 
of  burials  has  been  9.  There  have  been  103  public  services  on 
Sundays;  on  other  days,  19;  total,  122.  The  children  have 
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been  catechised  for  some  months  past  every  afternoon,  immedi- 
ately before  evening  service.  Our  Sunday  school  consists  of  5 
male  teachers  and  5 female ; total,  10  teachers,  28  male  pupils, 
and  40  female  ; total,  68. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  congregation  for  the  Church  building 
has  made  it  inexpedient  to  make  any  collections,  but  to  meet  the 
demands  that  have  been  made  against  us.  During  the  past 
year,  we  have  been  able,  among  ourselves,  to  pay  the  interest 
on  our  debt,  and  to  liquidate  some  claims  that  were  against  us.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Kingston  Goddard,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement. 

Philadelphia. 

The  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement  would  beg  leave 
respectfully  to  report  to  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  that 
it  is  impossible  for  him  to  give  as  detailed  a report  of  the 
circumstances  and  condition  of  his  parish  as  canon  12  calls  for. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  increase  of  the  families  of  the  parish  since 
the  opening  of  the  church  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  the 
accounting  warden  informs  me  that  ninety-six  pews  have  been 
sold  and  rented,  of  which  number  sixty  are  purchased  by  the 
occupants.  This  will  give  about  one  hundred  families  regu- 
larly connected  with  the  church,  with  their  average  proportion 
of  adults  and  children.  On  Easter  Sunday  we  had  ninety-six 
communicants  present.  There  have  been  no  baptisms  nor  mar- 
riages. The  number  of  funerals  in  the  parish  have  been  eight. 

The  following  public  services  have  been  held  ; during  the 
fall  of  1847,  prior  to  our  occupancy  of  the  present  church 
building,  we  had  public  service  and  a sermon  on  the  afternoon 
of  every  Sunday  at  Wills  Hospital. 

Since  opening  the  church,  we  have  had  regular  morning  and 
evening  service  at  10^  o’clock  and  5 o’clock  in  winter,  and  10|- 
and  3^  during  the  spring  months,  with  the  exception  of  the  third 
Sunday  in  each  month,  when  the  evening  service  is  at  1\  o’clock. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  Sunday  services  there  have  been  two 
lectures  during  the  week,  on  W’^ednesday  and  Saturday  evenings. 
During  the  season  of  Lent  the  week  day  services  included  an 
additional  sermon  in  the  church  on  Friday  afternoon.  All  the 
services  with  but  very  little  assistance,  have  been  performed  by 
the  rector. 

Our  Sunday  School  numbers  about  200  scholars  and  over  25 
teachers,  including  an  infant  school  and  male  and  female  Bible 
classes.  The  rector  has  also  made  arrangements  for  a weekly 
female  Bible  class,  to  meet  during  the  summer,  and  to  be  under 
his  personal  instruction. 

Our  contributions  are  as  follows;  Christmas  fund,  $30  00, 
Sunday  School  fund,  70  00,  Fair  for  Seamen’s  Friend  Society, 
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325  00,  Church  contributions,  &c.,  170  00,  Convention  fund, 
37  00  ; subscription  for  Communion  set,  silver,  220  00,  total, 
$852  00. 

The  receipts  for  the  pews  fully  meet  every  expense  of  the 
parish,  with  a small  surplus. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  D.  Hall. 

Since  the  first  week  in  August  last,  in  addition  to  previous 
bodily  infirmity,  I have  in  the  providence  of  God  been  over- 
taken by  an  increase  of  sickness,  so  as  to  be  rendered  more  unfit 
for  clerical  duty  ; and  only  on  Good  Friday  and  the  Sunday  after 
Easter,  have  I attempted  to  deliver  a sermon.  The  other  items 
of  ministerial  duty  are  very  limited,  having  performed  two  mar- 
riages, one  burial,  an  adult,  preached  on  twelve  occasions,  and 
assisted  at  two  communions.

At 
the  request  of  the  rector,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  I 
have  undertaken  this  duty — having  been  ordained  before  the 
regular  period,  and  the  license  to  preach  having  on  that  account 
been  withheld.

and  from  two,  to  four  rooms  occupied  by  the  sick  and  afflicted, 
on  each  occasion  of  public  service  at  the  latter.  Also,  on  the 
Lord’s  day,  he  has  preached  8,  and  on  other  days,  3 times, 
above  Fishville  ; and  above  Marshalltown,  16  times  on  the  Lord’s 
day  ; baptizing  4 children  at  the  latter,  and  4 at  the  former ; 
marrying  a couple  from  the  neighborhood,  and  burying  a child.

By  the  wish  of  the  congregation  of  the  Church  of  the  Evange- 
lists, and  from  the  conviction  of  its  friends  that  free  seats  without 
endowment  are  deceptive  in  the  offer  both  as  to  truth  or  per- 
manency, the  pews  are  now  rented.  The  charge  is  so  moderate 
as  still  to  keep  the  Church  in  the  hands  of  many  of  those  for 
whom  it  was  originally  designed.  The  sittings  are  low’er  in 
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price  than  in  any  Church  in  this  city,  expecting  to  derive  its  full 
support  from  this  means.  The  result  is  a known  and  steadfast 
congregation ; stronger  identity  on  the  part  of  the  people  with 
the  church  ; more  working  material ; and  a larger  support  from 
the  people,  than  was  ever  before  derived  from  them.  Its  reve- 
nue however  still  falls  short  of  what  is  needed,  though  it  is  hoped 
that  time  and  a larger  church,  may  remove  this  difficulty  without 
increasing  the  rates.  The  Rector  labours  as  hitherto  beyond  his 
proper  charge,  and  the  Church  thus  retains  much  of  its  original 
missionary  character.

Report  of  the  Rev.  T.  A.  Starkey,  Missionary,  Pottsville,  Schuylkill  County. 

Since  the  dale  of  my  last  report,  the  missionary  operations  in 
this  portion  of  the  coal  region  have  been  conducted  with  a view 
to  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  church,  in  such  localities 
as  might  seem  most  favorable.  The  mission  at  Woodside  has 
been  discontinued  for  two  reasons  mainly  ; first,  because  of  its 
distance  from  the  centre  of  operations,  which  prevented  my 
giving  to  it  the  attention  necessary  to  carry  it  on  successfully  ; 
and  secondly  because  it  seemed  to  offer  no  prospect  of  being  a 
self-supporting  station  wdthin  a reasonable  time.  Instead  of 
Woodside  I have  thought  it  best  to  give  my  attention  to  Mount 
Laffee,  a mining  village,  four  miles  from  Pottsville,  where  there 
is  within  the  circuit  of  two  miles  a very  large  Protestant  popu- 
lation without  religious  services,  and  where  I have  the  assurance 
from  those  most  interested,  that  a church  shall  be  built  during 
the  next  year. 

The  services  at  St.  Clair  have  been  regularly  conducted 
during  the  past  year,  and  early  in  the  spring  circumstances 
appearing  to  warrant  it,  a church  was  organised  under  the  name 
and  title  of  the  “Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles.”  An  effort  is 
now  being  made  to  obtain  the  means  necessary  for  the  erection 
of  a church,  and  it  is  believed  that  with  one  capable  of  seating 
350  persons,  St.  Clair  and  Mount  Laffee  would  together  support 
a clergyman  without  any  foreign  aid.  I am  happy  in  being  able 
to  say,  that  a religious  feeling  is  manifesting  itself  amongst  some 
who  attend  our  services. 
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During  the  year,  connected  with  the  mission  there  have  been 
38  baptisms,  all  children,  one  child  baptized  in  private,  has  been 
received  into  church ; one  woman  has  been  churched ; there 
have  been  12  marriages  and  12  burials. 

I take  the  liberty  of  repeating  what  I said  in  my  last  report, 
that  there  is  an  abundant  field,  and  most  pressing  need  for  the 
services  of  at  least  two  other  missionaries  in  this  coal  region.
